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Parents  and  others  are  requested  to  carefully  examine 
the  above  lists  and  if  any  errors  or  omissions  are  discovered 
report  them  at  once  to  the  town  clerk,  that  the  record  may 
be  corrected,  as  it  is  of  importance  that  the  records  of  Vital 
Statistics  should  be  complete.  Herewith  are  extracts  from 
the  General  Laws,  Chapter  46. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  3. 

(As  Amended  by  Chapter  281,  Section  1,  Acts  of  1925). 

Every  physician,  or  hospital  medical  officer  registered 
under  section  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve,  in  this 
chapter  called  officer,  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  birth  of 
every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in  charge,  showing  date 
and  place  of  birth,  the  name,  if  any,  of  the  child,  its  sex  and 
color,  the  name,  age,  birthplace,  occupation  and  residence 
(including  the  street  number,  if  any,  and  the  ward  number, 
if  in  a  city)  of  each  parent,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother 
and  the  name  of  the  physician  or  officer,  if  any,  personally 
attending  the  birth.  If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the  name 
of,  and  other  facts  relating  to  the  father  shall  not  be  set 
forth  except  upon  written  request  of  both  the  father  and 
mother;  provided,  that  if  an  illegitimate  child  shall  have  be¬ 
come  legitimate  by  the  intermarriage  of  his  parents  and  the 
acknowledgment  of  his  father,  as  provided  in  section  seven 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety,  prior  to  the  mailing  or 
delivery  of  any  report  herein  required,  such  report  shall  read, 
in  all  respects,  as  if  such  child  had  been  born  to  such  parents 
in  lawful  wedlock.  Said  physician  or  officer  shall,  within 
fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or 
registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred,  a  report 
stating  the  facts  hereinabove  required  to  be  shown  on  said 
record  and  also  the  said  written  request,  if  any;  provided, 
that  if  said  report  is  not  so  made  within  forty-eight  hours 
after  such  birth,  said  physician  or  officer  shall,  within  said 
forty-eight  hours,  mail  or  deliver  to  said  clerk  or  registrar 
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a  notice  stating  the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  the  street 
number,  if  any,  the  ward  number,  if  in  a  city,  and  the  family 
name.  Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a  certificate  of  the  town 
clerk  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the 
town  treasurer  shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  Any  physician 
or  any  such  officer  violating  any  provision  of  this  section 
shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  The  said 
town  clerk  or  registrar  shall  file  daily  with  the  local  board 
of  health  a  list  of  all  births  reported  to  him,  showing,  as  to 
each,  the  date  of  birth,  sex,  color,  family  name,  residence, 
ward  and  physician  or  officer  in  charge. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  6. 

Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child, 
and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after  a  birth  in 
his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk 
of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born  *  *  *.

To  prove  age  to  determine  validity  of  a  contract  entered 
into  by  an  alleged  minor. 

To  prove  age  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 

To  prove  age  so  as  to  have  the  right  to  take  Civil  Service 
Examinations. 


Parents  be  sure  to  record  the  birth  of  your  child  with 
given  name  in  full. 

Your  co-operation  to  the  end  that  all  births  may  be  prop¬ 
erly  recorded  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  Section  36 
and  55  of  Chapter  207  of  the  General  Laws  relating  to  mar¬ 
riages  solemnized  out  of  this  state,  which  are  as  follows: 

“Section  29  of  Chapter  151  of  the  Revised  Laws:  If  a 
marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between  parties  liv¬ 
ing  in  this  Commonwealth  who  return  to  dwell  here  they 
shall,  within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk 
or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  either  of  them  lived 
at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a  certificate  or  declaration  of 
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their  marriage,  including  the  facts  relative  to  marriages, 
which  are  required  by  law,  and  for  neglect  thereof  shall 
forfeit  ten  dollars.” 

Blanks  for  the  return  of  all  Vital  records  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Town  Clerk. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  all  dogs  three  months 
old  or  more  must  be  licensed  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  on  or 
before  April  1,  1944.

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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  in  the  past  year  has  initiated  a 
few  much  needed  practices  in  the  administration  of  the  Town 
affairs.  During  the  past  three  months,  an  inventory  has  been 
taken  by  all  town  officers  of  all  equipment,  furniture,  and  ac¬ 
cessories  necessary  for  the  proper  functioning  of  their  respec¬ 
tive  offices  and  duties.  This  inventory  is  on  file  at  the  Record 
Room,  and  all  purchases  made  by  any  of  the  departments  will 
be  added  to  the  original  inventory  so  that  an  up-to-date  record 
will  be  maintained  at  all  times.  This  will  result  in  facilitation 
of  one  problem  that  occurs  at  the  time  of  change  from  one  of¬ 
fice  holder  to  another. 

A  few  changes  have  been  made  also  in  the  accounting 
procedure  with  respect  to  bills  to  the  Town,  authorization  of 
purchases  by  non-officers,  and  cash  sales.  These  were  made  in 
the  interest  of  better  business  procedure. 

Maintenance  of  Town  property  came  into  prominence 
during  the  past  year,  and  much  needed  repairs  were  made. 
While  the  present  Board  of  Selectmen  think  in  terms  of  eco¬ 
nomical  Town  government,  they  are  cognizant  that  too  much 
economy  along  certain  lines  is  more  expensive  in  the  long  run. 

Looking  ahead  to  the  time  of  a  United  Nations'  victory, 
the  State  government  has  requested  that  a  Post-War  Plan¬ 
ning  Committee  be  appointed,  with  a  view  to  having  local  pro¬ 
jects  ready  to  cushion  the  possible  shock  of  a  changeover  from 
war  to  peace,  and  its  resultant  impact  on  local  welfare  and 
work  problems.  This  committee  has  been  appointed,  and  in 
case  a  depression  does  come,  Mendon  will  be  ready.  Should 
there  be  no  depression,  then  the  work  of  the  Committee  would 
at  least  have  been  well  spent  in  insuring  against  such  a  crisis. 
It  may  be  well  to  note  at  this  time  that  it  is  for  this  reason — 
the  insurance  against  such  a  possible  depression — that  the 
State  authorities  are  opposed  to  the  reduction  of  present  tax 
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rates  by  the  use  of  free  cash  from  the  town  treasuries  through¬ 
out  the  State. 

For  the  information  of  newer  residents  of  the  Town,  as 
well  as  the  older  residents  who  have  forgotten,  Mendon  is  fort¬ 
unate  in  having  three  funds  which  are  available  through  the 
Selectmen  to  worthy  persons  who  are  in  financial  distress.  The 
Austin  Wood  Relief  Fund  and  the  Nathan  George  Fund  can 
be  used  to  help  residents  bridge  over  their  financial  troubles 
when  misfortune  strikes;  and  the  Hay  ward- Williams  free  bed 
at  the  Milford  Hospital  is  available  to  hard-pressed  residents 
of  Mendon  and  Uxbridge  through  their  respective  Boards  of 
Selectmen. 

We  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  service  men 
and  their  families  who  are  temporarily  in  need  of  financial 
aid  or  hospitalization  can  call  upon  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  advice  or  help  through  Soldiers’  Relief.  The  State  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  Town  of  Mendon  appreciate  the  sacrifices  of 
those  in  the  service,  and  will  not  let  them  nor  their  dependents 
down.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen  : 

The  year  just  passed  was  a  difficult  one  insofar  as  the 
maintenance  of  the  highways  is  concerned.  For  one  thing,  the 
availability  of  tar  was  restricted  considerably.  Then  too,  the 
labor  situation  was  such  that  only  a  minimum  of  work  requir¬ 
ing  manual  labor  could  be  accomplished.  For  1944,  however, 
things  look  a  little  brighter;  for  restrictions  on  tar  are  lifted, 
and  most  of  our  efforts  should  therefore  be  on  the  maintenance 
of  present  roads.  The  recently  acquired  sand  spreader  saves 
both  on  sand  and  labor  in  the  tarring  of  the  streets,  and  so  we 
do  not  expect  to  meet  with  any  difficulties  such  as  were  pre¬ 
sented  in  1943. 

The  project  on  Hartford  Avenue  West  is  practically  com¬ 
pleted,  save  for  drainage  facilities  and  top  coating  of  stone  and 
tar.  This  road  would  have  been  coated  with  tar  save  for  a 
technicality  which  would  preclude  our  receiving  further  State 
aid  in  finishing  the  job  permanently.  The  ever-present  prob¬ 
lem  of  choosing  between  use  of  local  equipment  at  higher  cost 
to  the  Town  or  that  of  outside  equipment  at  a  saving 
to  the  Town  presented  itself  on  this  project.  One  must  look 
at  all  the  angles  carefully  before  reaching  a  decision.  Most  of 
the  local  trucks  have  been  registered  and  put  on  the  road  for 
the  main  purpose  of  facilitating  the  highway  work  of  the  Town, 
since  the  Town  does  not  own  any  trucks.  These  trucks  work 
for  the  Town  on  snow  removal  at  little  or  no  profit  when  con¬ 
sidering  the  wear  and  tear  on  vital  parts  of  the  trucks.  Without 
this  service  the  majority  of  the  townspeople  would  feel  the  ef¬ 
fects  severely.  The  price  charged  for  trucking  is  very  fair  to  the 
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Town ;  and  yet  we  were  faced  with  the  choice  of  saving  the 
Town  half  of  the  trucking  expense  on  Hartford  Avenue  West 
graveling.  This  problem  was  resolved  by  splitting  the  work 
approximately  in  half  between  the  outside  haulers,  who  admit¬ 
ted  loss  in  the  transaction,  and  the  local  trucks.  We  feel  that 
the  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  Town  are  entitled  to  the  most 
at  the  least  cost,  and  this  feeling  has  been  put  into  practice  in 
buying  materials  and  services,  except  when  such  a  problem  as 
the  one  mentioned  above  presents  itself. 

The  Town  of  Mendon  during  the  past  year  has  bought 
sand  and  gravel  as  low  in  price  and,  in  fact,  lower  than  most 
of  the  surrounding  towns.  This  is  true  also  in  the  case  of  tar 
patch  material.  On  the  Hartford  Avenue  West  project,  your 
highway  surveyor  and  the  State  engineer  personally  checked 
outside  haulers’  trucks  for  capacity  and  weight  of  full  loads, 
and  it  can  be  safely  asserted  that  we  received  more  gravel  than 
we  were  billed  for. 

During  the  past  few  years,  the  Town  has  paid  $3.00  an 
hour  for  a  truck  and  driver  for  plowing  snow,  and  the  Town 
has  paid  for  the  helper  in  addition  to  this  rate.  This  practice 
will  be  continued.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: — 

This  department  answered  thirteen  (13)  brush  and  grass 
fire  alarms,  burning  over  approximately  eighteen  acres  of 
brush  and  woodland,  and  six  acres  of  grass  land. 

Through  the  suggestion  of  the  Office  of  Civilian  Defense 
and  the  cooperation  of  the  Commissioner  of  Conservation,  the 
Forest  Fire  Fighters  Service  (F.F.F.S.)  was  formed  in  March. 
Twenty-eight  men  and  boys  joined  this  Service  and  were 
trained  in  forest  fire  work.  After  passing  satisfactory  quali¬ 
fications,  each  member  received  an  arm  band  and  identifica¬ 
tion  certificate. 

These  members  were  from  all  sections  of  the  Town,  and 
were  on  the  alert  at  all  times,  watching  for  fires. 
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The  F.F.F.S.  proved  very  satisfactory  through  the  spring 
and  fall  forest  fire  seasons  and  saved  putting  out  a  patrol  on 
the  worst  fire  days. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  F.F.F.S.  for  the 
fine  cooperation  given,  both  while  in  training,  and  at  fires. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Mendon  for  their 
cooperation  in  respect  to  burning  and  remind  you  of  the  new 
permit  law  which  does  not  allow  the  Forest  Warden  to  give 
any  permits  for  burning  during  the  months  of  April  and  May, 
except  on  rainy  days.  Permits  for  burning  are  required  at  all 
times,  “Except  when  the  ground  is  substantially  covered  with 
snow.”

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  op  the  Town  of  Mendon: 

During  the  School  Year  of  1943  many  problems  brought 
about  by  the  war  and  the  death  of  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Mr.  Fogwell,  have  confronted  the  School  Committee. 

At  this  time  the  School  Committee  wishes  to  express 
their  respects  for  the  late  Mr.  Jerome  Fogwell  whose  sudden 
death  seemed  untimely  for  a  man  of  his  age. 

During  the  period  of  time  that  we  were  without  a  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools,  Principal  Henry  Clough  took  over  his 
duties.  We  of  the  School  Committee  feel  greatly  indebted  to 
Mr.  Clough  for  the  efficient  manner  with  which  he  handled 
these  added  duties. 

The  School  Department  has  made  a  complete  inventory  of 
all  school  supplies,  equipment,  and  text  books  as  of  December 
1,  1943. 

For  the  coming  year  of  1944  it  is  necessary  for  your 
School  Committee  to  ask  the  voters  to  increase  the  School 
Appropriations  substantially  for  the  following  reasons: — 

1.  Our  fuel  cost  has  increased  approximately  25% 
per  ton  during  the  past  five  years. 

2.  Text  books  and  supplies  have  increased  in  cost 
on  an  average  of  20  %  to  30  %  during  the  past  two 
or  three  years. 
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3.  Teacher’s  salaries  have  increased  because  of  the 
following  reasons: — Cost  of  living  bonus,  and  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature  in  1943  under  which  it  is 
compulsive  to  pay  a  teacher  a  minimum  of  $1000 
per  year. 

It  is  also  the  feeling  of  the  School  Committee,  for 
the  efficiency  of  the  School  System  and  the  results 
to  the  children,  that  it  is  better  to  try  to  retain 
the  teachers  by  paying  them  to  the  extent  to 
which  Mendon  can  afford.  In  this  instance  in  so 
far  as  teacher  replacements,  Mendon  has  been 
very  fortunate  compared  to  other  towns  her  size. 

4.  Maintainance  of  the  School  Building  necessarily 
increases  with  the  age  of  the  building,  which  is 
now  six  years.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  that  the  necessary  repairs  be  made  each  year 
rather  than  to  let  them  accumulate. 

In  regards  to  transportation  of  the  school  children,  the 
Committee  wishes  to  point  out  to  the  parents  that  they,  the 
Committee,  are  answerable  to  the  Division  of  Motor  Transpor¬ 
tation  which  governs  what  they  can  do.  We  have  been  urged 
to  reduce  our  routes  but  so  far  have  been  able  to  avoid  taking 
this  action. 

At  this  time  the  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens, 
parents,  and  School  Personnel  for  their  continued  support  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


Mendon,  Massachusetts 
January  10,  1944. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Mendon: 

Gentlemen  : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  for  your  consideration 
my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Mendon. 

The  total  school  enrollment  has  decreased  slightly.  The 
enrollment  on  October  1,  1943  was  284.  In  1942  it  was  307, 
and  in  1941,  298. 

There  have  been  four  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  during 
the  year.  Miss  Nellie  Walent  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in 
New  Hampshire.  Miss  Jeanne  Derry,  a  graduate  of  Mary 
Grove  College,  was  engaged  to  fill  this  position  in  the  English 
Department.  Miss  Elizabeth  DeWitt  left  to  be  married,  and 
Miss  Elizabeth  C.  Byrne,  a  graduate  of  the  Bridgewater  State 
Teachers  College,  has  taken  her  place  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades.  Miss  Mary  Shaughnessey  was  offered  a  better 
position  and  Miss  Ellen  McBride,  a  graduate  of  Machias 
Normal  School  replaced  her,  but  left  in  December  to  join  the 
WACS.  Miss  Virginia  Mayo,  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  State 
Teachers  College  was  elected  to  fill  this  position.  We  have 
been  fortunate  in  securing  excellent  teachers  to  replace  those 
who  have  resigned. 

Due  to  war  time  conditions  it  has  been  difficult  at  times 
to  obtain  materials  of  instruction  and  supplies  for  school  use. 
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Any  repairing  constitutes  a  major  problem.  Costs  of  text¬ 
books  and  supplies  are  increasing.  So  far  we  have  been  able 
to  get  coal  in  spite  of  a  serious  shortage.  Everyone  connected 
with  the  school  department,  including  school  children,  is  doing 
everything  possible  to  assist  in  the  all  out  war  effort  by  con¬ 
serving  on  supplies  of  all  kinds,  and  by  being  very  careful  in 
the  use  of  school  equipment. 

During  October  the  teachers  took  part  in  the  issuance 
of  War  Ration  Book  Number  Four.  This  was  in  addition  to 
their  regular  classroom  work.  They  are  to  be  commended  for 
doing  such  an  excellent  job.  Mr.  Clough’s  assistance  in  this 
undertaking  was  invaluable.  A  total  of  1393  Books  were  issued 
during  the  three  day  registration  period. 

The  regular  school  work  is  progressing  very  satisfactorily 
in  all  grades.  Much  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  teaching 
of  English  and  the  related  subjects,  reading,  grammar,  spell¬ 
ing,  and  handwriting.  Reading  and  English  are  two  of  the 
most  important  subjects  in  the  school  curriculum,  as  all  fut¬ 
ure  study  requires  a  sound  foundation  in  these  tool  subjects. 

Education  Week  was  observed  in  the  school  in  November. 
Many  parents  visited  the  school  that  week.  Regular  recita¬ 
tions,  exhibitions  of  pupils’  work,  and  special  programs  were 
a  part  of  the  week’s  activities.  Many  parent-teacher  confer¬ 
ences  were  held. 

Miss  Jane  Coleman,  a  student  of  the  Massachusetts  School 
of  Art  in  Boston  gave  special  instruction  in  art  and  drawing 
during  the  fall  months.  This  work  given  by  one  specialized 
in  the  subject  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  children. 

The  school  plant  is  in  excellent  condition.  The  old  part 
of  the  building  should  be  painted  during  1944,  and  the  win¬ 
dows,  doors,  and  trimmings  of  the  new  part.  The  town  has 
every  right  to  be  proud  of  its  splendid  school.  If  a  small  sum 
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is  spent  annually  to  keep  the  building  continually  in  excellent 
condition  much  expense  will  be  saved  later. 

For  your  generous  assistance  during  the  year  I  am  wry 
grateful.  I  also  deeply  appreciate  the  splendid  cooperation  of 
Mr.  Clough,  the  Principal,  the  teachers,  parents,  and  towns¬ 
people  who  have  helped  make  the  school  year  so  successful.

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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL. 


To  Mr.  Percy  L.  Rowe, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Mendon 
Center  School. 

Fifteen  pupils  graduated  from  Mendon  High  School  on 
June  18,  1943.  The  Alumni  Medal  was  awarded  to  Raymond 
Oppewal,  who  also  won  first  place  in  scholarship.  Second 
scholarship  honors  were  won  by  Henry  D.  Trowsdale. 

Prize  speaking  was  held  April  16,  1943.  First  prize  was 
won  by  Philip  W.  Harding,  second  prize  by  Lois  B.  Coleman, 
and  third  prize  by  Anna  T.  Bosma. 

The  school  spelling  bee  was  held  May  21,  1943  at  the 
Mendon  Town  Hall.  The  following  pupils  won  prizes:  Grade 
4 — Doris  Neal,  first,  Nancy  Smith,  second;  Grade  5 — Annette 
Rondeau,  first,  Jean  Beal,  second;  Grade  6 — Gertrude  Oppe¬ 
wal,  first,  Alice  Hartshorn,  second;  Grade  7 — Rosalba  Alle- 
grezza,  first;  Harold  Brownly,  second;  Grade  8 — Madeline 
Simmons,  first,  Ann  Mattson,  second;  High  School — Raymond 
Oppewal,  first,  Virginia  Longton,  second.  Medals  donated  by 
the  members  of  the  School  Committee  were  awarded. 

A  very  successful  school  minstrel  show  was  presented 
April  9,  1943  at  the  Town  Hall  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
David  N.  Gellatly,  Supervisor  of  Music.  Reserve  Two  For 
Murder,  a  three  act  mystery  play,  was  given  by  the  Senior 
Class  December  17. 
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In  spite  of  transportation  difficulties  and  wartime  restric¬ 
tions,  a  short  schedule  of  baseball  was  played  during  the  late 
spring  weeks. 

School  registration  closely  approximates  the  figures  of  last 
year.  At  the  present  time  the  enrollment  by  grades  is  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Grade  one — 25,  Grade  two — 29,  Grade  three — 24,  Grade 
four — 32,  Grade  five — 33,  Grade  six — 26,  Grade  seven — 23, 
Grade  eight — 26,  Grade  nine — 21,  Grade  ten — 19,  Grade  eleven 
— 9,  Grade  twelve — 13. 

School  pupils  have  made  an  excellent  record  in  connection 
with  the  sale  of  war  stamps  and  bonds.  Results  of  their  ef¬ 
forts  to  increase  sales  have  been  most  gratifying,  and  the 
Treasury  Department  has  issued  to  the  school  a  citation  in 
recognition  of  the  total  school  achievement. 

During  the  last  week  of  October  the  teaching  staff  issued 
War  Ration  Book  Four  to  Mendon  residents. 

As  the  year  advances,  the  pressure  of  war  demands  be¬ 
comes  more  and  more  apparent.  One  senior  pupil  subject  to  the 
draft  has  already  joined  the  armed  forces.  Other  senior  boys 
are  considering  enlistment.  A  large  majority  of  high  school 
students  wish  to  share  in  the  war  effort  through  work  after 
school  hours.  It  has  been  a  school  policy  to  cooperate  with  all 
war  efforts,  and  to  grant  all  possible  opportunities  to  pupils 
engaged  in  work  after  school  hours.  There  are,  however  sev¬ 
eral  considerations  which  should  be  emphasized.  For  most 
school  pupils  there  is  no  substitute  for  a  high  school  record  of 
real  accomplishment.  The  greatest  contribution  which  most 
young  people  can  make  to  their  country  and  to  their  own  com¬ 
munities  is  the  attainment  of  as  complete  a  school  education 
as  it  is  possible  to  secure.  Boys  and  girls  who  fail  to  take 
advantage  of  secondary  school  opportunities  now  may  find 
themselves  seriously  lacking  in  education,  training,  and  basic 
qualifications  in  the  keen  competition  which  is  bound  to  come 
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in  the  post  war  era.  Even  for  those  young  men  who  will  be 
soon  called  to  the  service  of  their  country,  a  complete  high 
school  education  is  most  desirable.  Teachers  and  parents 
have  a  difficult  task  in  supplying  needed  advice  and  encour¬ 
agement  in  the  uncertain  period  of  the  present  time. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
sincere  cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  members  of  the 
teaching  staff,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Committee, 
and  townspeople.

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SCHOOL  NURSE’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  1943. 


To  Mr.  Percy  L.  Rowe, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

May  I  present  to  you  the  annual  Mendon  School  Nursing 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1943. 

One  day  a  week  was  spent  in  doing  school  nursing,  usu¬ 
ally  on  a  Tuesday  when  school  was  in  session. 

In  January,  February  and  March  there  was  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  absentees  from  school  due  to  grippe  colds. 

In  April  and  May  there  was  a  mild  outbreak  of  Measles, 
German  Measles  and  Chicken-Pox,  but  with  no  complications 
the  children  were  soon  back  in  school.  Home  visits  were  made 
to  check  conditions  of  these  children. 

The  Annual  Toxoid  Clinic  for  pre-school  and  school  chil¬ 
dren  opened  in  March  and  finished  in  May  with  twenty-six 
attending. 

Dr.  Campbell  in  his  annual  physical  examination  of  the 
school  children  found  the  following  defects.

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1943. 

In  the  first  and  second  grades,  rote  songs  have  been 
taught,  and  rhythmic  drills  such  as  clapping,  marching  and 
skipping  to  music  have  been  used  extensively.  Monotones  have 
been  encouraged  to  listen  to  and  imitate  the  tones  of  the  bet¬ 
ter  singers  in  the  classrooms. 

The  rudiments  of  note  reading  have  been  introduced  such 
as — the  staff,  names  of  lines  and  spaces,  bars,  double  bars,  the 
G  clef,  whole  notes,  half  notes,  and  quarter  notes. 

In  the  higher  grades,  this  work  in  more  difficult  form  has 
been  carried  on,  with  part  singing  beginning  in  the  fifth 
grade. 

In  all  of  the  grades,  attention  has  been  given  to  good  tone 
production. 

The  third  grade  rhythm  band  played  at  several  programs 
during  the  year.  Their  work  is  always  enjoyable. 

The  high  school  chorus  continues  to  do  splendid  work. 
The  voices  of  the  girls  are  very  good,  but  it  is  only  very 
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rarely  that  one  finds  a  group  of  boys  who  will  sing  with  the 
spirit  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Mendon  high  school  boys.  The 
rendition  of  '‘Roses  From  the  South”  (Strauss,)  at  gradua¬ 
tion  was  especially  good. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Rowe,  the  School 
Committee,  Mr.  Clough,  and  all  of  the  teachers  for  the  help 
given  to  me  in  my  work.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Mendon 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs  to  meet  at 
the  Town  Hall  in  said  Mendon  on  Monday,  the  sixth  day  of 
March  A.  D.,  1944,  punctually  at  9  o’clock  A.  M.,  to  act  on  the 
following  articles,  viz: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  over  said 
meeting. 

Article  2.  To  bring  in  their  ballots  for  the  following 
Town  Officers:  One  Town  Clerk  for  one  year,  One  Selectman 
for  three  years,  One  Assessor  for  three  years,  One  Town 
Treasurer  for  one  year,  a  Collector  of  Taxes  for  one  year,  One 
Auditor  for  one  year,  One  Constable  for  one  year,  One  Tree 
Warden  for  one  year,  One  Trustee  of  the  Taft  Public  Library 
for  two  years,  One  Member  of  the  School  Committee  for  three 
years,  One  Park  Commissioner  for  three  years,  One  Highway 
Surveyor  for  one  year,  all  on  one  ballot  designating  the  office 
intended  for  each  person  voted  for. 

Article  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  Town 
Officers  and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 
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Article  4.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  town  expenses  for  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1944. 

Article  6.  To  determine  the  compensation  of  the  Tax

Statistics  should  be  complete.  Herewith  are  extracts  from 
the  General  Laws;  Chapter  46. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  3. 

(As  Amended  by  Chapter  281,  Section  1,  Acts  of  1925). 

Every  physician,  or  hospital  medical  officer  registered 
under  section  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve,  in  this 
chapter  called  officer,  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  birth  of 
every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in  charge,  showing  date 
and  place  of  birth,  the  name,  if  any,  of  the  child,  its  sex  and 
color,  the  name,  age,  birthplace,  occupation  and  residence 
(including  the  street  number,  if  any,  and  the  ward  number, 
if  in  a  city)  of  each  parent,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother 
and  the  name  of  the  physician  or  officer,  if  any,  personally 
attending  the  birth.  If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the  name 
of,  and  other  facts  relating  to  the  father  shall  not  be  set 
forth  except  upon  written  request  of  both  the  father  and 
mother;  provided,  that  if  an  illegitimate  child  shall  have  be¬ 
come  legitimate  by  the  intermarriage  of  his  parents  and  the 
acknowledgment  of  his  father,  as  provided  in  section  seven 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety,  prior  to  the  mailing  or 
delivery  of  any  report  herein  required,  such  report  shall  read, 
in  all  respects,  as  if  such  child  had  been  born  to  such  parents 
in  lawful  wedlock.  Said  physician  or  officer  shall,  within 
fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or 
registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred,  a  report 
stating  the  facts  hereinabove  required  to  be  shown  on  said 
record  and  also  the  said  written  request,  if  any;  provided, 
that  if  said  report  is  not  so  made  within  forty-eight  hours 
after  such  birth,  said  physician  or  officer  shall,  within  said 
forty-eight  hours,  mail  or  deliver  to  said  clerk  or  registrar 
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a  notice  stating  the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  the  street 
number,  if  any,  the  ward  number,  if  in  a  city,  and  the  family 
name.  Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a  certificate  of  the  town 
clerk  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the 
town  treasurer  shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  Any  physician 
or  any  such  officer  violating  any  provision  of  this  section 
shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  The  said 
town  clerk  or  registrar  shall  file  daily  with  the  local  board 
of  health  a  list  of  all  births  reported  to  him,  showing,  as  to 
each,  the  date  of  birth,  sex,  color,  family  name,  residence, 
ward  and  physician  or  officer  in  charge. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  6. 

Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child, 
and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after  a  birth  in 
his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk 
of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born  *  *  *.

Parents  be  sure  to  record  the  birth  of  your  child  with 
given  name  in  full. 

Your  co-operation  to  the  end  that  all  births  may  be  prop¬ 
erly  recorded  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  Section  36 
and  55  of  Chapter  207  of  the  General  Laws  relating  to  mar¬ 
riages  solemnized  out  of  this  state,  which  are  as  follows: 

“Section  29  of  Chapter  151  of  the  Revised  Laws:  If  a 
marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between  parties  liv¬ 
ing  in  this  Commonwealth  who  return  to  dwell  here  they 
shall,  within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk 
or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  either  of  them  lived 
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at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a  certificate  or  declaration  of 
their  marriage,  including  the  facts  relative  to  marriages, 
which  are  required  by  law,  and  for  neglect  thereof  shall 
forfeit  ten  dollars.”

SELECTMEN’S  REPORT. 


The  past  year  has  seen  the  Town  of  Mendon  substantially 
better  its  financial  condition.  At  the  end  of  1943,  the  Town 
for  the  first  time  in  many  years  emerged  with  a  slightly  larg¬ 
er  amount  of  assets  over  liabilities, — $1,512.99.  During  the 
past  year,  the  trend  has  continued,  and  the  assets  have  been 
increased  in  1944  by  about  $13,000  over  the  liabilities.  For 
the  first  time  in  over  thirty  years  there  has  been  enough  cash 
in  the  treasury  so  that  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  revenue 
was  not  necessary.  And  at  the  end  of  1944,  more  than  twice 
as  much  money  was  in  the  treasury  than  at  the  end  of  1943; 
so  that  it  would  seem  unlikely  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
borrow  in  anticipation  of  revenue  in  1945.  In  this  connection, 
a  bouquet  goes  to  our  efficient  tax  collector;  for  no  outstand¬ 
ing  taxes  of  1943  are  on  the  books,  and  ninety  percent  of  the 
1944  taxes  are  in.  Our  financial  condition  is  far  better  than 
at  the  end  of  1940,  when  Mendon  enjoyed  (?)  the  lowest  cash 
balance  and  funds  available  of  any  town  in  the  State  between 
450  and  2000  population. 

It  would  be  well  for  the  Town  to  continue  building  up 
this  financial  surplus,  rather  than  try  to  reduce  the  taxes  with 
free  cash  at  this  time.  For  no  one  knows  to  what  extent  our 
financial  condition  may  be  strained  if  there  is  a  general  slack¬ 
ening  off  of  work  in  industrial  plants  during  a  readjustment 
period  from  war  to  peace.  Several  towns  in  the  State  have 
sufficient  free  cash  to  enable  them  to  operate  normally  for  two 
and  three  years  without  collecting  any  taxes. 

One  matter  which  should  be  seriously  considered  is  our 
present  accounting  system.  With  our  present  system,  the 
books  are  closed  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  there  is  nothing 
to  indicate  any  debit  balances  due  the  Town,  or  to  check  upon 
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whether  or  not  bills  due  the  Town  are  paid  during  the  ensuing 
year.  It  is  for  this  reason  that,  appearing  in  the  State 
Auditor’s  report,  there  are  a  few  overdrafts  and  unpaid  bills 
due  the  Town  that  must  be  adjusted  at  the  next  Town  meet¬ 
ing.  300  of  the  350  towns  of  the  State  are  using  the  State- 
approved  form  of  accounting  system.  Mendon  is  not  one  of 
them.  The  State  system  would  prevent  loose  ends  in  account¬ 
ing;  and  due  to  the  increasing  complexity  of  the  Town  busi¬ 
ness,  we  recommend  the  State  system  for  your  consideration.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

POST-WAR  PLANNING  COMMITTEE. 


One  of  the  most  difficult  tasks  to  be  performed  is  that  of 
planning  for  post-war  conditions.  It  is  generally  conceded  by 
business  men  and  government  officials  alike  that  from  the  end 
of  the  war  with  Germany  to  six  months  after  Japan  goes 
down  to  defeat,  there  will  be  a  period  of  readjustment  and  re¬ 
conversion  during  which  between  30%  and  40%  of  war 
workers  will  be  without  jobs.  Then  there  are  the  optimists 
who  believe  that  there  will  be  no  slackening  of  work. 

Anticipating  the  worst,  the  Post-War  Planning  Commit¬ 
tee  has  made  plans  to  cushion  the  shock  with  projects  that 
will  have  a  lasting  benefit  to  the  Town  as  well  as  temporary 
benefit  to  those  who  find  themselves  out  of  work.  Foremost 
in  point  of  need  is  the  town  water  project,  dealt  with  to  a 
greater  degree  elsewhere  in  these  pages. 

It  is  a  known  fact  that  some  of  the  town  facilities  are 
wholly  inadequate  as  to  the  needs  of  a  progressive  town  like 
Mendon.  The  old  blacksmith’s  shop  is  a  disgrace  to  the  Town, 
as  well  as  impracticable  to  housing  the  road  machinery  and 
tools  within  its  leaky  confines.  The  shed  housing  the  fire 
apparatus  is  totally  inadequate.  Common  sense  calls  for  a 
garage  warm  enough  to  ensure  the  apparatus’  quick  departure 
for  a  fire  without  the  danger  of  losing  a  bearing  in  a  cold 
motor,  or  the  delay  from  a  spitting  and  coughing  carburetor. 
Then  too,  the  present  heating  arrangements  of  the  Town  Hall 
are  inadequate,  as  well  as  in  dire  need  of  replacement.  Those 
of  you  who  have  been  in  the  lower  hall  when  an  easterly  wind 
is  blowing,  or  when  it  is  freezing  outside,  know  the  need  for 
installing  modern  flush  toilets  in  the  building.  Vital  records 
are  scattered  about  in  the  houses  of  town  officials,  where  fire 
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may  at  any  time  irretrievably  destroy  them.  So  the  second 
major  project  in  view  is  the  construction  of  a  modern  colonial 
building  for  the  fire  and  highway  departments,  with  some 
town  offices  on  the  second  floor;  with  an  automatic  oil  heat¬ 
ing  system  that  will  obviate  wasteful  janitor  service;  with  an 
oil  storage  tank  large  enough  to  warrant  the  wholesale  cost; 
and  a  boiler  large  enough  to  supply  steam  through  thermo¬ 
statically  controlled  valves  to  the  Town  Hall  and  possibly  the 
Library.  Thus  will  be  eliminated  the  high  costs  of  janitor 
stoking  the  fires,  removing  the  ashes,  and  either  too  little  or 
too  much  heat. 

These  first  two  projects  can  presumably  be  consummated 
with  considerable  help  through  federal  grants. 

The  State  is  making  plans  to  reconstruct  route  16 
throughout  its  length  in  Mendon.  The  County  and  State  have 
plans  to  rebuild  North  Avenue  from  the  Upton  line,  widen 
Washington  Street  from  the  power  line  to  Northbridge  Road, 
and  reconstruct  Blackstone  Street  to  the  Blackstone  line.  Plans 
for  other  through  streets  are  on  the  drafting  tables. 

The  widening  of  Maple  Street  opposite  the  post  office  with 
room  for  diagonal  parking  is  proposed.  Completion  of  the 
sidewalk  on  North  Avenue  from  the  School  to  Hastings  Street 
and  on  one  side  of  Hastings  Street,  is  one  of  the  projects. 

Drainage  projects,  compilation  of  the  Town’s  By-Laws, 
and  a  survey  of  the  Town  roads  are  also  possible  projects. 

Some  of  the  Committee  feel  that  much  can  be  saved  in 
janitor  time  spent  in  stoking  the  Center  School  boiler  and  re¬ 
moving  ashes,  as  well  as  eliminating  the  cause  of  no-school 
sessions  due  to  the  breakdowns  that  have  occurred  frequently 
in  the  past,  by  having  automatic  oil  heat  installed.  Few 
people  realize  that  the  school  janitor  has  to  fill  the  hopper  of 
the  stoker  late  at  night  and  in  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning, 
as  well  as  four  times  daily  during  cold  weather. 

Some  of  these  projects  are  more  for  the  long-term  net 
saving  of  tax  payers’  money.  But  most  of  them  utilize  suffi- 
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cient  man-hours  of  labor  to  keep  our  welfare  rolls  at  a  mini¬ 
mum,  and  insure  something  worthwhile  as  the  results  of  our 
spending.  We  hope  for  the  best.  But  we  should  prepare  for 
the  worst.  The  citizens  of  Mendon  should  prepare  the  town 
government  financially  to  such  a  degree  that  if  we  do  have  a 
post-war  slump,  we  should  not  be  caught  in  a  financial  condi¬ 
tion  such  as  recalls  the  famous  phrase  “too  little,  and  too 
late.”

SUMMARY. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen  : 

I  submit  the  following  annual  report  on  the  roads  for  the 
year  just  past. 

The  lifting  of  some  restrictions  on  tar  made  it  possible  to 
apply  more  tar  than  during  the  previous  year,  and  practically 
every  road  has  had  some  applied. 

Due  to  the  labor  shortage,  we  were  unable  to  take  care  of 
the  brush  on  most  of  the  roadsides  in  the  proper  manner. 

The  Hartford  Ave.  West  project  is  completed  with  the 
exception  of  guard  rails  which  cannot  be  obtained  for  the 
duration  of  the  war.  On  this  same  road  a  new  drainage  sys¬ 
tem  of  150  feet  of  pipe  was  put  in,  replacing  the  old  stone 
paved  gutter. 

It  would  be  well  at  this  time  to  explain  how  the  Road 
Machinery  Fund  works,  since  many  questions  have  been  asked 
concerning  the  same.  When  town-owned  equipment  is  used 
on  Chapter  81  work,  the  State  pays  60%  of  the  charges  to  the 
town,  which  is  credited  to  the  Road  Machinery  Fund.  When 
the  town-owned  machinery  is  used  on  Chapter  90  work,  two- 
thirds  of  the  charges  are  paid  to  the  Fund  by  the  State  and 
County.  In  this  manner,  if  the  town  owned  a  truck,  based  on 
last  year’s  work,  there  would  be  approximately  $1,500.00  paid 
by  the  State  and  County  for  its  use.  Some  towns  have  had 
trucks  pay  for  themselves  in  this  manner  three  or  four  times 
over  in  a  period  of  five  years.  In  fact,  some  towns  have  paid 
for  the  town  barns  out  of  the  Road  Machinery  fund.  It’s  just 
a  case  of  who  gets  the  profit,  the  town  or  the  individual 
trucker.

Dear  Sirs: 

I  am  sending  you  herewith  report  on  public  water  supply 
system,  which  I  hope  you  will  find  in  form  and  substance  ade¬ 
quate  for  your  immediate  purposes. 

I  believe  the  estimated  construction  and  operating  costs 
are  safe.  The  cost  of  the  system  per  person  served  is  com¬ 
paratively  high,  because  of  the  present  prices  of  material  and 
labor,  and  also  because  of  the  necessary  length  of  main  per 
person  served.  On  the  other  hand,  the  present  interest  rate  is 
very  low,  and  the  annual  fixed  charges  are  no  greater  than 
they  would  have  been  twenty  years  ago  on  a  system  costing 
one-half  as  much  but  paying  4  per  cent  interest,  as  would  have 
been  the  case  at  that  time. 

I  have  refrained  from  any  remarks  about  the  obvious 
need  of  a  water  supply  in  Mendon — from  the  standpoint  of 
health,  convenience,  fire  protection,  resulting  reduction  in  in¬ 
surance  rates,  increased  attractiveness  as  a  residential  area, 
etc. 

As  you  must  realize,  the  source  of  supply  cannot  be  final¬ 
ly  determined  without  an  investigation  of  subsurface  condi¬ 
tions  by  exploratory  wells  and  pump  tests,  and  if  you  should 
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decide  to  proceed  further  with  the  project,  the  next  step  is 
this  definite  investigation  of  supply  conditions.

Dear  Sirs: 

The  following  report  presents  the  results  of  a  preliminary 
investigation  made  to  determine  the  economic  feasibility  of  a 
public  water  supply  in  Mendon.  The  answer  obviously  de¬ 
pends  on  the  cost,  and  this  in  turn  on  the  population  to  be 
served,  the  necessary  yield  and  location  of  a  suitable  supply, 
and  the  capacity  and  length  of  the  distribution  system  re¬ 
quired  to  provide  reasonable  fire  service. 

The  population  of  Mendon  by  the  1940  census  was  1315, 
of  which  approximately  550  people  are  located  in  the  area 
served  by  the  pipe  system  to  be  hereinafter  suggested  for  first 
construction.  The  total  assessed  valuation  in  1943  was 
$1,393,480,  of  which  $1,265,370  was  on  real  estate,  and  of  this 
latter  figure  $933,190  was  levied  on  buildings.  Of  the  total 
valuation  approximately  $550,000,  or  40  per  cent,  was  on  prop¬ 
erty  located  within  the  area  to  be  served  by  the  suggested 
first  construction  program. 

Obviously  water  service  in  all  streets  and  roads — the 
total  length  of  which  approximates  40  miles — is  not  econom¬ 
ically  possible.  Compared  with  this  total  length,  the  length  of 
piping  suggested  for  first  installation  is  about  6.25  miles,  by 
which  130  premises  will  be  served. 
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Under  the  General  Statutes  (Chapters  40  and  44,  with 
various  amendments),  a  town  may  construct  a  water  system. 
Total  expenditure  may  be  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3rds) 
vote  up  to  10  per  cent  of  the  last  previous  valuation.  Bonds 
must  be  retired  in  a  period  not  longer  than  thirty  years. 

By  a  Special  Act  of  legislature,  a  Water  District — with 
geographical  limits  carefully  defined — may  be  created.  A  copy 
of  a  typical  Water  District  act  is  hereto  appended. 

Whether  constructed  by  the  town  or  by  a  district,  pro¬ 
vision  must  be  made  to  meet  annual  bond  retirements,  interest 
and  operating  expenses — with  such  part  of  the  necessary  an¬ 
nual  outlay,  as  is  not  obtained  through  the  water  rates  from 
consumers,  raised  through  the  general  tax  levy. 

Construction  as  a  town  system  is  preferable  to  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  district  because  of  the  complications  resulting  from 
later  inevitable  progressive  extensions,  but  where  population 
and  property  values  are  concentrated  in  a  relatively  small  part 
of  the  town,  it  sometimes  becomes  necessary  to  form  a  water 
district.  In  such  case  a  tax  is  superimposed  on  the  property 
within  the  district  to  meet  such  part  of  the  annual  cost  as  is 
not  obtainable  from  the  consumers.  What  revenue  can  be 
obtained  from  the  consumers  will  depend  upon  the  value  they 
set  on  a  supply  of  good  water  under  pressure. 

The  limits  of  the  first  construction  program,  or  of  a 
district,  is  a  matter  for  local  determination  and  of  obtainable 
agreements  to  take  water  at  some  estimated  price — if  the 
system  is  constructed.  For  the  purpose  of  this  report  it  is 
suggested — as  shown  in  red  on  the  map  hereto  appended — that 
first  construction  should  be  limited  to  the  following  streets:

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The  size  of  pipe  has  been  determined  by  an  assumed  fire 
service  of  500  gallons  per  minute  for  five  (5)  hours — with  an 
available  hydrant  pressure  at  the  end  of  this  period  of  50-75 
pounds  per  square  inch  in  the  more  closely  built  up  center  of 
the  town  and  not  less  than  30  pounds  at  the  extreme  ends  of 
the  pipe  system — this  draft  and  pressure  being  made  possible 
by  a  storage  tank  of  150,000  gallons  (H.  W.  el.  615,  L.W.  el. 
585),  located  as  shown  on  map,  near  the  high  point  on  North 
Avenue.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  storage  tank  is  $15,000. 

It  is  anticipated  from  surface  indications  that  an  ac¬ 
ceptable  supply  of  ground  water  can  be  obtained  from  a  well 
located  adjacent  to  Muddy  Brook  off  the  Milford  road,  as  in¬ 
dicated  on  map.  The  watershed  tributary  to  this  point  has  an 
area  of  1  3/4  square  miles,  or  more  than  ample  to  provide  the 
required  supply  which — assuming  future  service  to  1,000 
people  at  50  gallons  per  person  per  day — would  total  only 
50,000  gallons  per  day. 

No  subsurface  exploratory  work  has  been  done,  but  if  a 
reasonably  pervious  sand  or  gravel  can  be  found  at  the  point 
above  named,  a  supply  capable  of  yielding  100-150  gallons 
per  minute  can  be  developed  by  a  50  ft.  gravel  packed  well  of 
the  type  recently  installed  in  Uxbridge.  Pumping  equipment 
will  consist  of  an  8-inch  deep  well  turbine  unit,  driven 
through  vertical  shaft  by  a  15  Horse  Power  motor,  housed  in 
a  small  fireproof  building.  The  cost  of  the  well,  together  with 
pumping  equipment  and  house,  is  estimated  at  $8,000. 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  the  system  as  above  outlined 
is  therefore —

This  total  does  not  include  the  cost  of  house  services, 
part  of  which — that  from  the  main  to  the  curb  stop  at  the 
street  line — is  generally  provided  as  part  of  the  public  sustem. 
Assuming  130  services  with  average  length  to  curb  stop  of  20 
feet,  the  cost  of  this  work  will  approximate  $4,500. 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  a  supply  of  from  100-150  gal¬ 
lons  per  minute,  a  distribution  system  of  33,000  feet,  (6.25 
Miles),  a  storage  tank  of  150,000  gallons  volume,  and  130  ser¬ 
vices  laid  to  the  street  line  may  therefore — at  present  prices — 
be  taken  at  the  round  figure  of  $120,000.  A  lesser  expendi¬ 
ture — except  as  it  may  result  from  a  lower  future  price  basis 
— is  not  possible  for  a  system  covering  the  same  area,  if 
reasonably  adequate  fire  protection  is  to  be  provided.  Obvi¬ 
ously,  it  is  impossible  under  present-day  conditions  to  fore¬ 
cast  with  any  accuracy  what  the  post-war  price  basis  will  be 
within  any  particular  future  period  of  time.  A  10  per  cent 
lesser  cost  than  that  estimated  is  possible  in  the  not-distant 
future.  On  the  other  hand  the  necessary  interest  rate  may  be 
higher. 

The  annual  operating  cost  will  depend  in  considerable  de¬ 
gree  on  what  arrangement  can  be  made  for  supervision  of  the 
system  by  the  superintendent  of  streets,  or  other  existing 
town  official,  by  allowance  of  some  small  increase  in  salary. 
The  pumping  plant,  except  for  daily  inspection  and  lubrica¬ 
tion,  will  be  practically  automatic.  Assuming  that  40,000 
gallons  are  pumped  daily  against  an  average  head  of  325  feet, 
the  cost  of  power  and  minor  supplies  will  approximate  $900 
per  year.  The  total  annual  operating  cost  should  therefore 
not  exceed  $1600. 

Based  on  a  construction  cost  of  $120,000  and  thirty- 
year,  2  per  cent  bonds,  the  annual  retirement  charge  will  be 
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$4,000,  and  the  interest  will  reduce  from  $2,400  in  the  first 
year  by  $80  each  year.  The  total  annual  cost,  including  opera¬ 
ting  expenses — starting  from  $8,000  in  the  first  year — will 
therefore  average  $6,800  during  the  thirty-year  bond  period. 
This  brief  general  summary  of  costs  obviously  does  not  take 
into  account  possible  extension  of  the  system  at  the  demand  of 
property  outside  the  area  first  served,  nor  does  it  allow  for  the 
comparatively  minor  item  of  interest  during  the  construction 
period  before  income  is  available. 

As  compared  with  the  foregoing  estimate  of  expenses,  a 
revenue  of  $4,000-$4,500  will  be  available,  if  130  takers  can 
be  found  who  are  willing  to  pay  a  minimum  charge  of  $30  per 
year,  and  30  cents  per  1000  gallons  for  all  water  metered  to 
large  consumers  in  excess  of  25,000  gallons  in  any  quarter  of 
the  year.  Assuming  a  revenue  of  $4,000,  the  average  neces¬ 
sary  addition  to  the  general  tax  rate — if  the  system  were  to 
be  constructed  as  a  town  project — will  approximate  $2.00  per 
$1,000  during  the  thirty-year  bond  period — starting  with  an 
increase  of  $2.90  per  $1,000  in  the  first  year  and  gradually 
reducing  as  the  bonds  are  paid  off.  If  the  system  were  to  be 
sponsored  by  the  district  served  by  the  first  construction  pro¬ 
gram,  the  tax  necessarily  superimposed  on  property  within 
the  district  will  average  about  $5.00  per  $1,000  during  the 
thirty-year  period — starting  with  a  supertax  of  about  $7.00 
in  the  first  year. 

If  in  the  probable  post-war  program  of  public  works 
construction  one-half  of  the  first  cost  can  be  obtained  from 
the  Federal  Government,  the  average  fixed  charges  above 
estimated  will  be  reduced  by  $2,600  during  the  thirty-year 
period  and  those  of  the  first  year  $3,200 — thus  lowering  the 
necessary  average  increase  in  the  general  tax  levy  during  the 
thirty-year  period,  if  the  town  undertakes  the  construction  of 
the  system — to  approximately  $0.15  per  $1000,  and  the  in¬ 
crease  in  the  first  year  to  approximately  $0.60  per  $1000. 
Likewise  a  contribution  of  one-half  of  the  cost  by  the  Federal 
Government  will  reduce  the  tax  necessarily  superimposed  on 
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property  within  the  district  as  formed,  to  a  thirty-year  aver¬ 
age  of  $0.35  per  $1000  and  to  $1.45  per  $1000  in  the  first  year. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  above  charges  of  $30  annual 
minimum,  and  $0.30  per  1,000  gallons,  have  been  used  to  in¬ 
dicate  simply  the  reciprocal  relation  between  income  from 
the  consumers  and  the  necessary  increase  in  tax  levy.  A  rate 
schedule  more  equitably  measuring  relative  benefits  from 
water  service  is  doubtless  possible. 

In  reference  to  operating  costs,  it  is  not  improbable  that 
by  providing  more  tank  storage  and  arranging  with  the  power 
company  to  pump  only  during  off-peak  hours,  some  saving  can 
be  made  in  the  annual  cost  estimated. 

The  foregoing  analysis  should  provide  you  with  the  in¬ 
formation  necessary  for  local  determination  of  the  financial 
possibility  of  a  public  water  system — whether  without  or 
with  Federal  assistance. 

Obviously,  the  answer  depends  on  the  magnitude  of  the 
existing  desire  for  pure  water  in  ample  quantity  and  pres¬ 
sure  for  all  domestic  and  commercial  uses  and  for  good  fire 
protection.

The  Post-War  Planning  Committee  recommends  that  the 
town  seek  a  Federal  grant  of  fifty  per  cent,  and  extend  the 
system  to  cover  the  Mendon  Hill  section,  either  by  buying 
water  from  Milford  Water  Co.  or  from  our  own  central  sys¬ 
tem;  and  that  a  separate  system  be  built  connecting  with  the 
Bellingham  water  system  at  Hartford  Ave.  East  and  at  the 
town  line  on  the  state  highway  140,  to  supply  water  and  fire 
protection  to  East  Mendon.  The  town  would  buy  the  water 
from  Bellingham  wholesale  and  sell  to  consumers.  In  fact, 
with  a  Federal  grant,  the  water  system  at  the  outset  could  be 
extended  from  the  junction  of  Uxbridge  Road  and  Millville 
Street  along  Uxbridge  Road  to  Thornton  Street;  down 
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Hartford  Ave.  West  to  the  recent  road  construction;  from 
Uxbridge  Road  along  Taft  Avenue  to  Millville  Street;  and 
Millville  Street  from  the  junction  with  Uxbridge  Road  to 
Hogarth’s  house,  without  increasing  the  amount  necessary  to 
be  raised  by  taxation,  as  long  as  the  average  number  of  takers 
per  mile  amounts  to  fifteen. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  with  this  system  in  operation,  the 
insurance  rates  would  drop  between  50%  to  60%  on  homes 
within  the  system  from  what  they  are  now.  The  Committee 
also  feels  that  taxpayers  outside  this  system  should  not  have 
to  pay  for  it  in  taxes,  and  recommends  that  valuation  increase 
for  properties  adjacent  to  the  system  is  the  only  fair  way  to 
raise  the  necessary  funds  beyond  the  revenue  from  consumers. 
For  instance,  with  a  Federal  grant  of  fifty  per  cent,  which 
has  been  indicated  as  probable  for  post-war  years,  a  property 
owner  would  actually  pay  less  for  insurance  and  taxes  togeth¬ 
er  with  the  water  system,  than  without  it, — assuming  he  has 
insurance  equal  to  assessed  value. 

Following  is  an  example  of  what  it  would  cost  the  aver¬ 
age  home  owner  for  water,  as  compared  to  his  present  costs 
without  water,  averaging  over  the  thirty-year  bonding  period :

Then,  too,  the  Town  itself  would  save  about  $375.  per 
year  on  insurance,  and  there  would  be  a  greater  desire  on  the 
part  of  home  builders  to  build  in  Mendon,  with  a  water  sys¬ 
tem,  which,  in  turn,  would,  in  all  probability,  wipe  out  any 
tax  deficit  from  the  cost  of  the  system. 

In  order  to  be  in  a  position  to  obtain  a  Federal  grant, 
when  and  if  it  is  available,  the  source  of*  water  must  first  be 
located  through  test  wells,  and  plans  drawn  up,  with  full 
specifications.  The  cost  of  locating  water  cannot  be  prede¬ 
termined.  Mr.  Barbour  has  estimated  cost  of  locating  wells 
and  complete  plans  and  specifications  at  a  figure  between 
$2,500  and  $5,000.  The  Post-War  Planning  Committee 
recommends  that  an  article  be  placed  in  the  Town  Warrant 
next  March  so  that  Mendon  will  be  ready  to  proceed  quickly 
when  Federal  grants  are  available. 

The  Committee  also  feels  that  a  $20.00  minimum  charge 
for  water  would  be  advisable.  While  the  cost  to  a  consumer 
would  be  only  slightly  reduced,  due  to  the  fact  that  valuation 
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would  necessarily  have  to  be  higher  to  compensate  for  the 
loss  in  revenue,  nevertheless,  in  this  manner,  property  owners 
who  do  not  tie  in  with  the  system  would  pay  towards  the  cost 
of  the  system  an  amount  that  is  commensurate  with  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  a  lower  insurance  rate,  the  knowledge  that  there 
would  be  a  greater  chance  of  preventing  his  home  from  being 
destroyed  by  fire,  and  that  the  actual  value  of  his  property 
would  be  greater.  However,  it  would  be  for  the  future  water 
commissioners  to  decide  the  water  rates,  when  the  system  is 
operating.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Mendon  for  the  period  from  July 
27,  1941,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  May  31,  1944,  the 
following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and 
checked,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report, 
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was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on 
May  31,  1944. 

The  balance  sheet  shows  several  small  overdrafts  of  ap¬ 
propriations,  in  which  connection  attention  is  called  to  Section 
31,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  which  prohibits  the  incurrence 
of  liabilities  in  excess  of  the  appropriations  voted  by  the 
town. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
analyzed  and  checked  to  the  records  of  the  several  depart¬ 
ments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources 
from  which  money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the 
payments  were  checked  with  the  orders  of  the  selectmen  au¬ 
thorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  cash  bal¬ 
ance  on  May  31,  1944,  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the 
bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  de¬ 
posit,  by  inspection  of  a  savings  bank  book,  and  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the 
cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
the  trust  funds  in  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined,  the 
income  being  proved  and  the  withdrawals  verified. 

The  tax  title  deeds  held  by  the  town  were  checked  and 
listed,  and  the  subsequent  taxes  added  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  proved. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  tax  accounts  outstanding  at  the 
time  of  the  previous  examination  and  all  subsequent  com¬ 
mitments  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  assessors’ 
warrants  for  their  collection.  The  recorded  collections  were 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  abatements  granted  by  the 
assessors,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved. 
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Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies 
received  thereto  indicating  that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk’s  records  of  dog  licenses  issued  on  behalf 
of  the  county,  and  of  sporting  licenses,  the  proceeds  of  which 
are  paid  to  the  State,  were  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the 
town  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were  veri¬ 
fied. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  town  clerk  promptly  record 
all  votes  passed  at  town  meetings,  for  it  was  noted  that  no 
record  had  been  made  by  the  town  clerk  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  1944  town  meeting. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  fur¬ 
nish  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  selectmen  and  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  as  well  as  of  the  health,  public  welfare,  and  library 
departments,  were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  being  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  and  tax 
collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  ac¬ 
counts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  transactions  and 
condition  of  the  trust  funds. 

During  the  audit  cooperation  was  extended  by  all  town 
officials  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself, 
I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

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THE  NO  SCHOOL  SIGNAL. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  officials  to  practically  aban¬ 
don  the  use  of  the  “no  school”  signal  on  account  of  weather 
conditions.  This  is  in  line  with  what  many  other  cities  and 
towns  are  doing.  The  reasons  for  so  doing  are  that  much  con¬ 
fusion  has  resulted  from  the  use  of  the  “no  school”  signal,  and 
the  realization  that  the  loss  of  even  one  school  day  is  a  very 
serious  one. 

However,  there  may  be  days  when  it  is  advisable  to  close 
schools  on  account  of  severe  weather  conditions  or  other 
emergency. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Radio  Stations 
WNAC,  WBZ,  and  WEAN  to  broadcast  the  fact  whenever  it 
is  necessary  to  close  the  schools.  The  siren  will  also  blow  two 
blasts  twice  at  7.30  A.  M. 

If  schools  do  not  close  on  any  particularly  bad  day  (rain, 
snow,  or  cold)  parents  are  requested,  and  urged,  to  use  their 
own  judgment  in  sending  their  children  to  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon: 

Our  school  system  has  now  completed  its  third  full  year 
of  operating  under  wartime  conditions.  And  like  everyone 
else,  it  has  had  its  share  of  problems  brought  about  by  the 
war;  many  of  which  will  continue  even  beyond  the  cessation 
of  hostilities.  Some  of  them  include: 

The  Teaching  Staff:  The  supply  of  teachers  in  this 
Commonwealth  has  reached  a  new  low.  Mendon  was  indeed 
fortunate  to  open  with  a  full  staff  as  so  many  of  our  neigh¬ 
boring  towns  were  not  able  to  do.  With  this  shortage  of 
teachers  and  the  increasing  costs  of  living,  teachers’  salaries 
have  correspondingly  jumped.  To  avoid  the  unhealthy  effect 
that  frequent  teacher  changes  have  upon  the  pupil  and  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  present  high  level  of  the  teaching  staff,  it  has  been 
and  is  the  feeling  of  the  School  Committee  that  it  is  the  bet¬ 
ter  policy  to  make  an  effort  to  retain  its  teachers  where  pos¬ 
sible  by  paying  them  to  the  extent  that  the  town  is  able  to 
afford. 

The  Fuel  Shortage  :  At  the  present  time  the  coal  situa¬ 
tion  is  very  acute,  in  fact  so  much  so  that  it  may  be  necessary 
to  declare  winter  holidays  and  extend  the  school  year  into 
part  of  the  summer. 

Painting  of  the  School  Building:  The  exterior  of  the 
school  house  is  badly  in  need  of  painting.  The  1944  budget  in¬ 
cluded  $500  for  this  purpose,  but  no  bids  for  the  job  could  be 
obtained;  this  sum  makes  up  the  greater  part  of  the  School’s 
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unexpended  balance.  This  year  the  Committee  is  again  asking 
for  this  appropriation,  but  desires  that  this  year  it  be  includ¬ 
ed  under  a  separate  article  of  the  warrant  so  that  the  funds 
will  be  available  when  painters  can  be  procured. 

In  closing,  I  with  the  rest  of  the  School  Committee  wish 
to  thank  the  citizens,  parents  and  school  personnel  for  the  co¬ 
operation  that  they  have  given  us  and  also  for  the  interest 
that  they  have  shown  in  the  School  System  during  the  past 
year.  With  this  continued  cooperation  and  interest,  the 
schools  of  Mendon  can  be  of  real  service  to  this  community.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


Mendon,  Massachusetts 
January  16,  1945 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Mendon: 

Gentlemen  : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
second  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Mendon. 

The  total  school  enrollment  has  again  shown  a  slight  de¬ 
crease.  This  seems  to  follow  the  general  tendency  common  in 
most  school  systems  throughout  the  State.  Strangely  enough 
the  decrease  is  more  in  the  elementary  grades  than  in  the 
high  school.  However,  this  decrease  in  the  lower  grades  is  to 
our  advantage  as  more  individual  attention  can  be  given  the 
children.  The  size  of  these  classes  now  runs  as  high  as  45 
which  is  too  large  for  the  most  efficient  results.  The  following 
table  shows  the  total  enrollment  over  a  five-year  period :

During  1944  there  have  been  five  changes  in  the  teaching 
staff.  One  room  has  had  three  different  teachers.  Three 
classes  have  each  had  two  teachers.  Miss  Jennie  Chesarone 
resigned  in  the  early  spring  to  accept  a  better  position  in 
Canton.  Miss  Edwina  Lareau  of  Cochituate,  and  a  graduate 
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of  the  Framingham  State  Teachers  College  was  engaged  in 
her  place.  Miss  Elizabeth  Byrne  resigned  in  the  spring,  also. 
Miss  Helen  Casey,  of  Shrewsbury,  a  graduate  of  the  Fram¬ 
ingham  State  Teachers  College  was  elected  for  this  position 
and  is  still  with  us.  During  the  summer  Miss  Jeanne  Derry, 
Miss  Edwina  Lareau,  and  Miss  Jean  MacDonald  sent  in  their 
resignations.  Miss  Barbara  Hammann,  of  Blackstone,  a 
graduate  of  Pembroke  College,  was  engaged  for  Miss  Derry’s 
position.  Miss  Nancy  Serignano,  of  East  Boston,  and  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Emmanuel  College  was  elected  to  the  position  left  va¬ 
cant  by  Miss  Lareau,  and  Miss  Betty  Rafter,  of  Salem,  a 
graduate  of  the  Lesley  School  took  the  position  held  by  Miss 
MacDonald. 

This  frequent  change  of  teachers,  especially  during  the 
school  year,  is  very  undesirable.  We  usually  have  to  get  in¬ 
experienced  candidates,  and  it  takes  time  for  a  new  teacher 
to  learn  the  habits,  attitudes  and  skills  of  the  children,  also 
their  rate  of  learning  and  capacity  to  learn.  It  would  seem 
advisable,  if  possible,  to  grant  salary  increases  that  would 
enable  the  Town  to  keep  the  various  members  of  its  school 
faculty  for  longer  periods  of  time.  This  would  be  a  great  ad¬ 
vantage  to  the  town  as  better  educated  pupils  would  be  gradu¬ 
ated  from  school,  who  would  be  better  citizens  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  Any  investment  in  improving  education  will  result  in 
increased  benefits  to  the  Town,  State,  Nation,  and  World. 

There  have  been  no  changes  so  far  this  school  year,  1944- 
1945,  in  the  teaching  staff.  I  sincerely  hope  there  will  be  none. 
Our  present  corps  of  teachers  is  doing  excellent  work.  The 
new  teachers  engaged  during  1944  are  very  capable  and  do¬ 
ing  fine  work  with  the  pupils.  The  older  teachers  are  doing 
their  usual  efficient  job. 

Very  satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  in  theregular 
program  of  studies.  Emphasis  is  still  being  put  on  Reading 
and  English  in  all  grades.  These  subjects  sare  of  the  utmost 
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importance  to  all  pupils,  especially  to  those  boys  nearing  the 
age  of  eighteen  who  must  look  forward  to  service  in  the  armed 
forces  of  our  country.  Army  officials  are  constantly  stressing 
the  significance  of  these  subjects  as  well  as  mathematics  and 
science.  Our  courses  of  study  are  several  years  old.  How¬ 
ever,  the  State  Department  of  Education,  in  conjunction  with 
the  State  Colleges  and  other  officials  in  education,  have  been 
working  on  new  outlines  for  the  primary  and  intermediate 
grares.  These  will  be  available  to  all  public  schools  soon. 

Education  Week  was  observed  in  November.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  feature  of  the  program  was  sthe  closing  of  school  for 
one  day  and  the  conducting  of  an  evening  session  in  its  place. 
A  very  large  numbber  of  parents  were  thus  given  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  visit  all  classes  and  observe  the  work  done.  The 
regular  school  schedule  was  carried  on. 

In  September  and  October  the  Federal  Government  con¬ 
ducted  a  drive  with  the  help  of  the  school  children  to  collect 
milk  week  pods.  These  pods  when  dried  and  processed  are 
manufactured  into  life  jackets  for  the  armed  forces.  The 
children  of  Mendon  did  their  part  well  by  collecting  twenty- 
one  bags  (bushels)  which  were  shipped  to  Government  of¬ 
ficials. 

The  school  children  have  also  been  buying  War  Stamps 
and  Bonds  through  the  school.  During  1944,  $868.20  worth  of 
stamps  and  bonds  were  purchased.  Pupils  should  be  en¬ 
couraged  to  continue  this  as  it  not  only  helps  in  the  all-out 
War  Effort  but  establishes  habits  of  saving  and  thrift. 

No  major  repairs  were  made  on  the  school  plant  for  the 
year.  We  tried  to  get  bids  for  painting  the  exterior  of  the 
building  but  were  unable  to  get  any.  The  school  should  be 
painted  in  the  summer  of  1945  if  possible.  A  new  fence  was 
constructed  in  the  rear  of  the  school  grounds.  Minor  repairs 
were  made  on  the  roof,  doors,  boiler,  and  stocker.  Some  work 
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needs  to  be  done  on  the  windows  in  the  old  part  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  I  would  also  suggest  that  a  class  room  or  two  be  painted 
each  year  in  order  to  avoid  having  to  do  the  entire  interior  at 
one  time  in  the  not  too  far  future.  It  s  the  best  policy  to  keep 
the  school  in  excellent  condition  constantly. 

In  concluding  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  for 
your  very  generous  and  able  assistance  during  the  year.  The 
excellent  cooperation  of  Mr.  Clough,  the  Principal,  the  teach¬ 
ers,  parents,  children,  and  friends  is  also  deeply  appreciated. 
Better  education  depends  upon  the  intelligent,  constructive, 
and  democratic  participation  of  all.

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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL. 


To  Mr.  Percy  L.  Rowe, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Mendon  Center 
School. 

Registration  figures  show  a  slight  decrease  in  enrollment 
when  compared  with  the  records  of  last  year.  An  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  Age  and  Grade  Chart  indicates  that  the  drop  in 
membership  is  quite  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  twelve 
grades.  On  January  2,  1945  the  enrollment  by  grades  is  as 
follows:  Grade  One — 27;  Grade  Two — 19;  Grade  Three — 33; 
Grade  Four — 20;  Grave  Five — 31;  Grade  Six — 30;  Grade 
Seven — 29;  Grade  Eight — 18;  Grade  Nine — 20;  Graded  Ten — 
12;  Grade  Eleven — 12;  Grade  Twelve — 11. 

Graduation  exercises  of  Mendon  High  School  were  held 
June  16,  1944.  Fourteen  graduates  received  diplomas.  Four 
graduates  of  the  class  of  1943  were  members  of  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States  at  the  date  of  graduation :  Philip 
Whitney  Harding,  Aubrey  Marshall  Hensel,  Clarence  Ray 
Phipps,  Wesley  Clark  Shattuck.  First  honors  in  scholarship 
were  won  by  Donald  Oppewal,  and  second  honors  by  Lois  B. 
Coleman.  The  Alumni  Medal  was  won  by  Irene  Woleck. 

Prize  Speaking  occcurred  March  24,  1944.  Eleven 

students  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  offered  by  this  im¬ 
portant  school  activity.  First  prize  was  won  by  Shirley  M. 
Coleman;  second  prize  by  Victor  C.  Wandres,  and  third  prize 
by  Roy  A.  Johnson.  Lois  B.  Coleman  and  Carol  J.  Hook  re¬ 
ceived  honorable  mention. 
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On  February  11,  1944,  a  highly  successful  minstrel  show 
was  given  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  Senior  Play,  “Good  Night, 
Ladies,”  was  ably  presented  on  December  15,  to  an  enthusias¬ 
tic  audience. 

In  recognition  of  the  excellent  record  of  purchase  of  war 
stamps  and  bonds,  an  army  jeep  visited  the  school  March  1, 
1944. 

The  Mendon  High  School  baseball  team  enjoyed  a  very 
successful  season  in  1944.  Most  of  the  games  and  practice 
were  carried  on  in  the  early  evening  hours.  The  school  is 
most  grateful  to  the  Community  and  Alumni  Committee 
through  whose  efforts  the  large  proceeds  of  the  Alumni 
Game  were  presented  to  the  School  as  an  Athletic  Fund. 

In  observance  of  American  Education  Week,  an  evening 
session  of  all  grades  was  held  November  9. 

The  pressure  of  wartime  conditions  continues  to  be  a 
significant  factor  in  school  work.  There  is  a  large  percentage 
of  pupils  whose  hours  outside  school  are  primarily  devoted  to 
jobs  on  farms,  in  factories,  and  at  home.  The  lack  of  time, 
physical  weariness,  and  competition  of  outside  interests  all 
detract  from  a  complete  realization  of  the  best  scholastic 
achievement.  Parents  and  teachers  have  a  deep  obligation 
to  encourage  and  inspire  boys  and  girls  to  attain  a  high  level 
of  school  accomplishment. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  that 
of  the  teachers  of  the  school  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Committee,  and 
townspeople.

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SCHOOL  NURSE’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  Mr.  Percy  L.  Rowe, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  school  nurse’s  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1944. 

Center  School  was  visited  one  day  a  week,  usually  on 
Tuesday,  when  school  was  in  session.  All  children  were 
weighed  and  measured  three  times  throughout  the  school 
year  and  notices  sent  to  parents. 

The  school  children  were  unusually  free  from  contagious 
diseases  throughout  the  year.  Measles  and  a  few  cases  of 
chicken-pox  were  the  only  diseases  reported. 

Home  visits  were  made  to  check  on  contacts  and  actual 
cases. 

The  annual  Toxoid  Clinic  for  pre-school  and  school  chil¬ 
dren  opened  in  April  and  finished  in  June.  Thirty-two  chil¬ 
dren  received  the  three  protective  treatments.

for  two  years,  One  Member  of  the  School  Committee  for  three 
years,  One  Park  Commissioner  for  three  years,  One  Highway 
Surveyor  for  one  year,  all  on  one  ballot  designating  the  office 
intended  for  each  person  voted  for. 

Article  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  Town 
Officers  and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 
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Article  4.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  town  expenses  for  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1945.

Herewith  are  extracts  from 
the  General  Laws,  Chapter  46. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  3. 

(As  Amended  by  Chapter  281,  Section  1,  Acts  of  1925). 

Every  physician,  or  hospital  medical  officer  registered 
under  section  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve,  in  this 
chapter  called  officer,  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  birth  of 
every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in  charge,  showing  date 
and  place  of  birth,  the  name,  if  any,  of  the  child,  its  sex  and 
color,  the  name,  age,  birthplace,  occupation  and  residence 
(including  the  street  number,  if  any,  and  the  ward  number, 
if  in  a  city)  of  each  parent,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother 
and  the  name  of  the  physician  or  officer,  if  any,  personally 
attending  the  birth.  If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the  name 
of,  and  other  facts  relating  to  the  father  shall  not  be  set 
forth  except  upon  written  request  of  both  the  father  and 
mother;  provided,  that  if  an  illegitimate  child  shall  have  be¬ 
come  legitimate  by  the  intermarriage  of  his  parents  and  the 
acknowledgment  of  his  father,  as  provided  in  section  seven 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety,  prior  to  the  mailing  or 
delivery  of  any  report  herein  required,  such  report  shall  read, 
in  all  respects,  as  if  such  child  had  been  born  to  such  parents 
in  lawful  wedlock.  Said  physician  or  officer  shall,  within 
fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or 
registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred,  a  report 
stating  the  facts  hereinabove  required  to  be  shown  on  said 
record  and  also  the  said  written  request,  if  any;  provided, 
that  if  said  report  is  not  so  made  within  forty-eight  hours 
after  such  birth,  said  physician  or  officer  shall,  within  said 
forty-eight  hours,  mail  or  deliver  to  said  clerk  or  registrar 
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a  notice  stating  the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  the  street 
number,  if  any,  the  ward  number,  if  in  a  city,  and  the  family 
name.  Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a  certificate  of  the  town 
clerk  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the 
town  treasurer  shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  Any  physician 
or  any  such  officer  violating  any  provision  of  this  section 
shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  The  said 
town  clerk  or  registrar  shall  file  daily  with  the  local  board 
of  health  a  list  of  all  births  reported  to  him,  showing,  as  to 
each,  the  date  of  birth,  sex,  color,  family  name,  residence, 
ward  and  physician  or  officer  in  charge. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  6. 

Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child, 
and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after  a  birth  in 
his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk 
of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born  *  *  *. 

Blanks  may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  the  town 
clerk.

Examinations. 


Parents  be  sure  to  record  the  birth  of  your  child  with 
given  name  in  full. 

Your  co-operation  to  the  end  that  all  births  may  be  prop¬ 
erly  recorded  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  Section  36 
and  55  of  Chapter  207  of  the  General  Laws  relating  to  mar¬ 
riages  solemnized  out  of  this  state,  which  are  as  follows: 

“Section  29  of  Chapter  151  of  the  Revised  Laws:  If  a 
marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between  parties  liv¬ 
ing  in  this  Commonwealth  who  return  to  dwell  here  they 
shall,  within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk 
or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  either  of  them  lived 


at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a  certificate  or  declaration  of 
their  marriage,  including  the  facts  relative  to  marriages, 
which  are  required  by  law,  and  for  neglect  thereof  shall 
forfeit  ten  dollars/'

SUMMARY. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen  : 

I  submit  the  following  annual  report  on  the  roads  for  the 
year  just  past. 

This  past  year  restrictions  on  road  materials  were  lifted 
which  helped  considerably;  however,  due  to  the  labor  short¬ 
age  and  reductions  in  allotments  by  the  State  and  Town, 
roads  could  not  be  repaired  as  promptly  and  efficiently  as  de¬ 
sired. 


CHAPTER  81. 

Appropriations  by  the  State  and  Town  to  Chapter  81 
were  expended  as  follows: 

(1)  20,000  gallons  of  tar  and  asphalt  were  applied  on 
sections  of  North  Avenue,  Pleasant  Street,  Park  Street,  Bel¬ 
lingham  Street,  Bates  Street,  Old  State  Highway,  Washing¬ 
ton  Street,  and  Hopedale  Street.  Due  to  the  lack  of  funds,  we 
were  unable  to  furnish  these  roads  an  armor  coat  of  stone 
which  would  have  made  them  more  durable. 

(2)  Approximately  760  yards  of  gravel  was  required 
on  the  further  end  of  Blackstone  Street  to  make  the  road 
usable  for  the  winter. 

(3)  200  yards  of  gravel  was  used  on  the  Old  Hartford 
Pike  to  make  the  road  somewhat  passable. 

(4)  150  feet  of  open  ditch  drainage  was  constructed  on 
Mr.  Kinnecome’s  land  on  Washington  Street. 
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(5)  George  Street,  Hartford  Avenue,  West  and  Pleas¬ 
ant  Streets  were  scarified  and  re-shaped,  but  a  sufficient 
amount  of  gravel  could  not  be  applied  due  to  insufficient  funds. 

(6)  All  of  Main  Street  and  Maple  Street  were  furnished 
a  complete  coating  of  tar,  as  well  as  the  intersection  at  Shat- 
tuck’s  Store.  A  heavier  tar  than  usual  was  applied  to  these 
places  so  as  to  provide  a  more  substantial  tread. 

(7)  A  considerable  amount  of  brush  was  cut  on  all 
Chapter  81  roads. 


CHAPTER  90. 

Appropriations  by  the  State  and  Town  to  Chapter  90  were 
expended  as  follows: 

(1)  All  waterways  and  ditches  of  Chapter  90  roads 
were  cleared. 

(2)  The  following  roads  were  given  an  application  of 
tar  or  asphalt: 

(a)  Sections  of  Hartford  Avenue  East. 

(b)  Chapter  90  Section  of  North  Avenue. 

(c)  Northbridge  Street,  all  but,  approximately, 
one-quarter  of  a  mile  was  coated. 

(d)  Section  of  Providence  Street  from  Blackstone 
line  to  Main  Street. 

(e)  Millville  Street,  all  but,  approximately,  one- 
quarter  of  a  mile  was  coated. 

(3)  Brush  cutting  on  all  Chapter  90  roads. 

In  concluding  I  want  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Townspeople  for  their  cooperation  and  kindness  during 
my  terms  in  office.

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AGE  OF  ADMISSION  TO  SCHOOL. 

Any  child  who  becomes  six  years  of  age  on  or  before 
January  first  of  the  year  following  the  term  when  he  wishes 
to  enter  school  may  be  admitted  into  the  first  grade,  but  in 
every  case  the  admission  of  a  child  under  six  shall  be  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  fitness  of  the  child  to  profit  by  the  work 
of  the  school,  such  fitness  to  be  determined  by  the  superin¬ 
tendent.  Pupils  under  seven  years  of  age  who  have  not 
previously  attended  school  shall  not  be  permitted  to  enter 
later  than  thirty  days  after  the  opening  of  school  in  Sep¬ 
tember  of  any  school  year. 


SCHOOL  REGULATIONS. 

Any  complaint  or  representation  which  any  person  de¬ 
sires  to  make  shall  be  presented  or  referred  in  writing  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools,  who,  in  his  discretion  may  bring 
it  before  the  school  committee.  In  cases  of  discipline  or  other 
school  matters  relating  to  their  children,  parents  shall  first 
discuss  the  matter  with  the  teacher  concerned.  If  for  some 
reason  they  are  not  satisfied  they  will  further  discuss  the 
matter  with  the  following  persons,  if  necessary,  and  in  the 
following  order:  first,  the  principal  of  the  building  and  then 
the  superintendent  of  schools.  If,  finally,  the  superintendent 
has  been  unable  to  satisfy  the  parents,  he  shall  report  the 
case  to  the  school  committee  for  consideration  and  action.

THE  NO  SCHOOL  SIGNAL. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  officials  to  practically  aban¬ 
don  the  use  of  the  “no  school”  signal  on  account  of  weather 
conditions.  This  is  in  line  with  what  many  other  cities  and 
towns  are  doing.  The  reasons  for  so  doing  are  that  much  con¬ 
fusion  has  resulted  from  the  use  of  the  “no  school”  signal,  and 
the  realization  that  the  loss  of  even  one  school  day  is  a  very 
serious  one. 

However,  there  may  be  days  when  it  is  advisable  to  close 
schools  on  account  of  severe  weather  conditions  or  other 
emergency. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Radio  Stations 
WNAC,  WBZ,  and  WEAN  to  broadcast  the  fact  whenever  it 
is  necessary  to  close  the  schools.  The  siren  will  also  blow  two 
blasts  twice  at  7.30  A.  M. 

If  schools  do  not  close  on  any  particularly  bad  day  (rain, 
snow,  or  cold)  parents  are  requested,  and  urged,  to  use  their 
own  judgment  in  sending  their  children  to  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


Mendon,  Massachusetts. 

January  19,  1946. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon: 

In  submitting  this  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Men¬ 
don,  it  is  the  desire  of  the  School  Committee  to  place  before 
the  townspeople  pertinent  facts  and  problems  which  relate  to 
the  administration  of  our  school  system;  some  of  these  prob¬ 
lems  being  the  result  of  the  wartime  upheaval  of  salary 
schedules,  and  consequent  increases  in  cost  of  supplies,  labor, 
fuel  and  repairs. 

We  have  been  fortunote  in  having  a  complete  corps  of 
teachers  thruout  the  whole  year,  with  very  few  changes  dur¬ 
ing  the  teaching  months,  however  the  committee  is  trying  to 
keep  a  long-range  teaching  program  in  view,  so  that  the 
teaching  staff  turn-over  during  the  summer  will  be  reduced 
as  much  as  possible.  If  our  teacher  salaries  are  so  low  in 
comparison  with  other  towns,  that  our  school  becomes  a 
training  ground  for  green  teachers,  the  town  and  its  chil¬ 
dren  suffer  thereby,  and  our  money  to  some  extent,  benefits 
the  other  towns  to  which  the  teachers  go,  rather  than  our¬ 
selves. 

Therefore  the  committee,  basing  its  judgment  upon  the 
salary  schedules  of  towns  of  similar  size  and  assets,  have 
tried,  and  will  try,  to  keep  experienced  teachers  here,  by  pay¬ 
ing  them  salaries  commensurate  with  their  ability  and  ex¬ 
perience.  Knowing  the  value  that  most  of  the  people  of 
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Mendon,  place  on  the  education  of  our  youth,  we  feel  that  they 
will  back  up  a  program  having  this  object  in  view. 

Other  items  in  our  budget  besides  salaries,  such  as  trans¬ 
portation,  fuel,  text-books,  supplies,  and  repairs,  still  require 
increased  amounts  in  our  budget,  which  of  course  are  neces¬ 
sary  as  the  cost  of  these  items  depends  on  the  charges  made 
by  the  manufacturers,  contractors,  and  dealers,  rather  than 
on  anything  which  we  can  control ;  however  this  is  a  country¬ 
wide  problem  and  not  wholly  a  local  one,  so  it  requires  no 
special  explanation. 

Specific  improvements  in  our  buildings  and  equipment, 
will  be  covered  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  requires  no  comment  here,  except  that  we  plan  on  keeping 
our  schools  in  the  finest  shape  possible  by  current  upkeep  ex¬ 
pense,  rather  than  by  larger  spasmodic  repairs,  which  cost 
more  in  the  long  run. 

In  general  we  are  striving  to  furnish  to  the  youth  of  our 
town,  the  top  value  in  education  possible  for  every  dollar 
spent  by  our  taxpayers  toward  our  educational  system.  We 
believe  that  the  town  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  proud 
of  its  contribution  to  the  development  and  education  of  our 
share  of  our  nation’s  youth. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  herewith,  to  thank  our 
School  Superintendent,  Principal,  Teachers  and  Custodian,  for 
their  efficient  work  in  our  schools,  our  Transportation  agents 
for  their  care  over  the  children’s  safety,  and  the  Citizens  and 
Parents  of  the  town  for  their  interest  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


Mendon,  Massachusetts, 
January  16,  1946. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Mendon: 

Gentlemen  : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  for  your  approval  my 
third  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Mendon. 

For  the  first  time  in  nearly  four  years  the  schools  opened 
in  September  under  peace-time  conditions.  Business  and  in¬ 
dustry  had  already  begun  to  re-convert  from  war-time  to 
peace-time  production.  Instead  of  an  aim  for  all-out  war  ef¬ 
fort,  the  objective  had  become  an  all-out  effort  for  a  lasting 
and  enduring  peace.  Some  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  educational  field,  and  additional  changes  will  have  to  be 
made  as  time  goes  on.  In  the  lower  grades  those  funda¬ 
mental  habits,  attitudes  and  skills  must  be  taught  and 
learned  which  enable  all  pupils  to  succeed  as  their  education 
continues.  In  the  upper  grades  and  secondary  schools  must 
be  taught  those  subjects  which  prepare  for  life  and  higher 
education.  In  addition  to  these,  great  stress  must  be  placed 
on  the  creation  of  a  better  understanding  on  the  part  of  all 
students  which  will  enable  them  to  participate  with  intelli¬ 
gence  in  world  affairs.  Only  by  such  education  can  concepts 
be  established  whereby  better  relationship  and  inter-relation¬ 
ships  among  all  peoples  and  all  nations  be  assured. 

The  total  school  enrollment  figures  show  a  slight  decrease 
from  the  preceding  year.  The  total  enrollment  on  October 
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1,  1944  was  262.  On  October  1,  1945  the  enrollment  was  249, 
a  decrease  of  13.  There  are  5  less  students  in  the  secondary 
grades,  and  8  less  in  the  elementary  grades.  Beginning  in 
September  it  was  possible  in  the  elementary  organization  to 
have  a  separate  grade  one,  instead  of  a  combination  grades 
one  and  two,  without  increasing  the  number  of  pupils  in  any 
other  room. 

There  have  been  five  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  dur¬ 
ing  1945.  In  the  summer  Miss  Rafter,  Miss  Serignano, 
Miss  White,  Miss  Sullivan,  and  Miss  Casey  resigned  in  order 
to  accept  better  positions  elsewhere.  Miss  Mary  C.  McCor¬ 
mack,  of  Gleasondale,  was  engaged  for  the  commercial  posi¬ 
tion  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  White.  Miss 
Eleanor  D.  McDonough,  of  Lowell,  was  elected  to  Miss  Sulli¬ 
van’s  position  in  the  home  economics  department.  Miss  Rita 
Manion,  of  Milford,  took  the  place  of  Miss  Casey  in  grades 
seven  and  eight.  Miss  Barbara  Seaver,  of  Milford,  has  taken 
the  place  of  Miss  Serignano  in  grades  four  and  five.  Mrs. 
Bertha  Hammann  was  engaged  to  fill  the  primary  position 
left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Rafter.  Mrs.  Alice 
V.  Freeman,  of  Mendon  substituted  in  this  position  during 
September  and  October  until  the  election  of  Mrs.  Hammann 
as  a  regular  teacher.  A  complete  list  of  teachers  for  the  year 
1945  is  given  in  the  School  Directory  at  the  beginning  of  the 
School  Department  Report. 

This  year  the  teacher  shortage  really  became  serious.  It 
was  practically  impossible  to  find  teachers,  especially  in  the 
elementary  field.  Inexperienced  teachers  were  asking  and 
getting  $1400-$1500,  and  could  largely  choose  their  own  lo¬ 
cation.  Many  towns  were  compelled  to  open  school  in  Septem¬ 
ber  with  substitute  teachers.  This  teacher  shortage  will 
probably  continue  for  several  years  more.  It  would  seem 
advisable  that  the  Town  should  increase  the  salaries  of  all 
teachers  in  order  to  attract  them  to  Mendon,  and  to  keep  them, 
eliminating  a  50  or  60  per  cent  turnover  each  year. 
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The  general  school  progress  of  all  pupils  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  Some  new  textbooks  have  been  purchased. 
More  new  ones  should  be  obtained  next  year  to  replace  worn 
out  books,  and  those  that  are  rather  out  of  date.  Many  new 
supplies  and  materials  of  instruction  have  been  put  in  use  in 
the  primary  grades. 

A  good  foundation  in  the  lower  grades,  especially  a  good 
reading  ability  is  necessary  for  satisfactory  progress  in  the 
succeeding  grades,  even  through  the  high  school  level.  Regular 
school  attendance  and  interest  in  school  subjects  by  all  pupils 
is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  most  satisfactory  achieve¬ 
ment.  If  any  parent  has  any  question  about  the  progress  of 
their  children,  the  teachers,  principal,  and  superintendent 
will  be  very  pleased  to  cooperate  with  them  in  any  way  pos¬ 
sible. 

At  the  present  time  it  seems  certain  that  the  Town  will 
have  to  appropriate  more  money  for  vocational  education. 
There  are  now  5  students  attending  vocational  schools,  one 
full  time  at  the  Boston  Trade  School,  two  full  time  at  the 
Norfolk  County  Agrcultural  School,  one  full  time  and  one 
evening  at  the  Worcester  Boys’  Trade  School.  It  is  very 
likely  that  there  may  be  more  during  1946. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Worcester  County  Health 
Association  an  audiometer  was  used  in  the  spring  to  test  the 
hearing  of  all  pupils  above  the  third  grade.  This  machine 
accurately  tests  the  hearing  ability  of  each  individual  pupil 
through  the  use  of  ear  phones.  All  doubtful  cases  were  re¬ 
checked.  Few  were  found  with  hearing  difficulties,  and 
notices  were  sent  home  to  parents  where  such  defects  were 
found.  The  new  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  has  also  been 
used.  This  method  of  eye-testing  is  far  superior  to  the  older 
method  which  has  previously  been  in  use. 

National  Education  Week  was  observed  in  the  schools  the 
week  of  November  11-17.  The  principal  feature  of  the  ob- 
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servance  was  an  evening  session  of  all  pupils,  Friday  Even¬ 
ing,  November  16th.  Regular  classes  were  held  from  seven 
until  nine  o’clock.  Many  parents  visited  the  various  classes. 

Outstanding  among  the  repairs  made  was  the  painting 
of  the  exterior  of  the  building.  This  work  was  very  badly 
needed.  All  of  the  windows  in  the  old  part  of  the  building 
have  been  tightened  and  put  into  good  working  condition. 
Repairs  were  made  on  the  boiler  in  the  summer.  A  new 
lining  was  required,  and  work  was  done  on  the  stoker  and 
on  the  return  pump.  Many  other  minor  repairs  were  made. 
Next  year  the  stoker  and  motor  which  operates  it,  and  the 
return  pump  and  motor  will  have  to  be  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  repaired.  Some  repairs  will  need  to  be  made  on  the  boiler. 
Several  classrooms  should  be  painted  as  no  inside  painting  has 
been  done  for  several  years.  The  policy  of  keeping  the  school 
plant  in  continual  excellent  condition  is  the  most  economical 
in  the  long  run. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
for  your  fine  cooperation.  I  also  wish  to  thank  Principal 
Clough,  the  teachers,  townspeople,  parents,  pupils,  and  all 
who  have  helped  make  the  school  year  so  successful.

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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL. 


To  Mr.  Percy  L.  Rowe, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Mendon  Center 
School. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  gradual  transition.  With 
the  passing  of  wartime  demands  and  requirements  emphasis 
can  once  more  be  placed  on  education  as  an  essential  in  peace 
time  living. 

Again  it  seems  necessary  to  stress  the  desirability  of 
more  earnest  scholastic  achievement  on  the  part  of  many  of 
our  pupils.  A  significant  heed  is  for  additional  time  to  be 
spent  in  class  preparation  through  home  study.  The  fact  has 
been  stated  and  repeated  in  annual  reports  from  time  to  time. 
Satisfactory  achievement  in  high  school  cannot  be  made 
without  serious  home  study  hours.  This  fact  holds  true  for 
all  pupils  whether  in  grade  seven  or  in  the  last  years  of  high 
school.  No  pupil  can  do  his  best  work,  regardless  of  mental 
ability,  without  consistent  home  study.  Parents  should  never 
be  satisfied  with  the  excuse  from  pupils  that  all  school  work 
has  been  done  in  school  time. 

Only  ordinary  attainment  and  in  most  cases  actual  sub¬ 
ject  failure  can  be  expected  by  those  who  are  unwilling  to  in¬ 
clude  in  the  day’s  time  schedule  a  period  devoted  exclusively 
to  home  study.  Certainly  it  must  be  emphasized  that  no  pupil 
who  is  not  studious  and  accustomed  to  daily  home  study  hours 
can  hope  to  be  successful  in  college  or  even  meet  the  admission 
requirements.  The  indifferent  student  must  necessarily  lose 
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out  in  competition  with  those  who  have  built  up  during  the 
high  school  years  a  sound  scholastic  record  and  its  concomi¬ 
tant  mental  discipline. 

While  it  is  not  possible  to  outline  a  time  schedule  of  home 
study  correct  for  all  pupils,  the  following  may  be  a  reason¬ 
ably  satisfactory  guide.  A  seventh  grade  pupil  may  profit¬ 
ably  spend  in  home  study  from  thirty  to  forty-five  minutes 
each  day;  an  eighth  grade  pupil  from  forty-five  minutes  to  an 
hour;  ninth  to  twelfth  grade  pupils  from  one  hour  to  an  hour 
and  a  half.  Any  pupil  planning  to  attend  college  should  de¬ 
vote  two  hours  per  day  in  home  study. 

Parents  are  urged  to  note  carefully  the  report  card  marks 
which  are  issued  at  the  end  of  every  two  months  during  the 
school  year.  If  there  are  failures  or  low  marks,  they  are  the 
joint  concern  of  pupils,  parents  and  teachers.  The  teachers 
will  be  available  and  interested  in  discussing  pertinent  mat¬ 
ters  with  parents  when  requested. 

Graduation  exercises  of  Mendon  High  School  were  held 
June  14,  1945.  Eleven  pupils  received  dplomas:  Ralph  H. 
Brown,  Lorraine  I.  Carmody,  Shirley  M.  Coleman,  Roy  A. 
Johnson,  Berneta  M.  Lowell,  Donald  H.  Phipps,  David  F. 
Thomas,  Kenneth  E.  Twitchell,  Victor  C.  Wandres,  Charles 
H.  Wood,  Glenroy  A.  Wright.  First  honors  in  scholarship 
were  won  by  Shirley  M.  Coleman,  and  second  honors  by  Victor 
C.  Wandres.  The  Alumni  Medal  was  awarded  to  Ralph  H. 
Brown. 

Prize  Speaking  was  held  April  27,  1945  at  the  Mendon 
Town  Hall.  Eight  pupils  presented  selections.  First  prize 
was  won  by  Victor  C.  Wandres;  second  prize  by  Berneta  M. 
Lowell;  and  third  prize  by  Wesley  T.  Rogers. 

A  minstrel  show  was  presented  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
March  23rd,  and  on  December  7th  the  Senior  Play,  Spring 
Fever ,  was  presented. 
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On  November  16,  1945  an  evening  session  of  all  grades 
was  held  in  connection  with  the  observance  of  American  Edu¬ 
cation  Week. 

Registration  figures  on  December  21,  1945  are  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Grade  One — 19;  Grade  Two — 25;  Grade  Three — 17; 
Grade  Four — 29 ;  Grade  Five — 17 ;  Grade  Six — 27 ;  Grade 
Seven — 33;  Grade  Eight — 22;  Grade  Nine — 18;  Grade  Ten — 
16;  Grade  Eleven — 9;  Grade  Twelve — 9. 

Both  returning  veterans  and  men  still  in  the  armed  ser¬ 
vices  who  left  high  school  before  securing  a  diploma  may  ap¬ 
ply  credits  earned  through  service  training  programs  as 
school  credits.  All  service  courses,  specialized  study,  and 
initial  training  periods  will  be  evaluated  at  the  request  of 
the  service  man,  and,  when  the  high  school  graduation  credit 
requirements  have  been  completed,  a  high  school  diploma  will 
be  granted.  For  further  information,  the  high  school  prin¬ 
cipal  should  be  consulted. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  that 
of  the  teaching  staff  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Committee,  and  towns¬ 
people  of  Mendon.

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SCHOOL  NURSE’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  1945. 


To  Mr.  Percy  L.  Rowe, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

The  following  is  submitted  as  the  school  nurse’s  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1945. 

Throughout  the  year,  when  school  was  in  session,  the 
nurse  visited  Center  school  one  day  a  week,  usually  on  a 
Tuesday. 

The  pupils  from  the  first  grade  throughout  the  high 
school  were  weighed  and  measured  three  times  and  weight 
slips  were  sent  home  to  the  parents  or  guardians. 

In  January,  February  and  March  there  were  a  few  cases 
of  Scarlet-Fever,  Mumps,  Whooping-cough  and  Chicken-pox 
among  the  school  children,  but  at  no  time  were  these  condi¬ 
tions  alarming. 

At  this  time  home  visits  were  made  to  check  on  the 
sick  and  to  all  absentees  looking  for  suspicious  cases. 

In  April  the  Annual  Toxoid  Clinic  was  in  progress  with 
thirty  children  starting  the  treatment.  Eight  school  children 
and  five  pre-school  received  the  three  protective  doses.  The 
remainder  made  up  of  infants  and  babies  received  from  one 
to  three  doses. 
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In  May  the  State  Department  of  Health  loaned  an  audio¬ 
meter  to  the  school.  The  school  nurse,  assisted  by  Miss 
Glidden,  a  nurse  from  the  State  Department  of  Health,  tested 
the  hearing  of  231  children.  Fifty-eight  of  these  were 
retested  and  twenty  were  found  to  have  a  hearing  loss. 

Home  visits  were  made  in  the  summer  months  to  those 
whom  Dr.  Campbell  had  found  with  physical  defects. 

The  school  nurse  also  visited  at  this  time  the  parents  of 
children  who  were  six  years  of  age  and  preparing  to  enter 
school  in  the  fall,  advising  early  vaccination  and  a  general 
physical  examination. 

In  the  fall  the  nurse  assisted  Dr.  Campbell  with  the 
physical  examinations  of  all  school  children.

The  pupils  in  the  grades 
have  been  encouraged  to  use  head  tones.  This  practice  helps 
to  cultivate  a  true  sense  of  pitch,  and  avoids  any  danger  of 
voice  strain. 

The  importance  of  good  posture  while  singing  has  been 
stressed,  and  the  work  in  musical  theory  has  progressed  very 
satisfactorily. 

Many  of  the  well  known  folk  songs  and  all  of  the  stand¬ 
ard  patriotic  songs  have  been  sung  in  the  grades  and  in  high 
school.

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Worcester,  ss. 

To  the  Constable  of  the  Town  of  Mendon  in  the  County  of 
Worcester,  Greeting : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Mendon 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs  to  meet  at 
the  Town  Hall  in  said  Mendon  on  Monday,  the  fourth  day  of 
March  A.  D.,  1946,  punctually  at  9  o’clock  A.  M.,  to  act  on  the 
following  articles,  1  and  2.  Article  3  and  all  following  Articles 
on  this  Warrant  will  be  acted  upon  Friday,  the  eighth  day  of 
March  at  7  P.  M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  over  said 
meeting. 

Article  2.  To  bring  in  their  ballots  for  the  following 
Town  Officers:  One  Town  Clerk  for  one  year,  One  Selectman 
for  three  years,  One  Assessor  for  three  years,  One  Town 
Treasurer  for  one  year,  a  Collector  of  Taxes  for  three  years,  One 
Auditor  for  one  year,  One  Constable  for  one  year,  One  Tree 
Warden  for  one  year,  One  Trustee  of  the  Taft  Public  Library 
for  two  years,  One  Member  of  the  School  Committee  for  three 
years,  One  Park  Commissioner  for  three  years,  One  Highway 
Surveyor  for  one  year,  all  on  one  ballot  designating  the  office 
intended  for  each  person  voted  for. 

Article  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  Town 
Officers  and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 
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Article  4.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  town  expenses  for  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1946. 

Article  6.  To  determine  the  compensation  of  the  Tax 
Collector  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
town  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1946,  and  to  issue  a  note 
or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew 
any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than 
one  year,  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  of  the 
General  Laws.

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  any 
sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  and  repairs  of  high¬ 
ways,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Works  as  provided  under  Chapter  81 
of  the  General  Laws  as  amended,  or  take  any  action  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  same. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  any  sum 
of  money  for  the  operation  and  repairs  of  Town  machinery  a 
part  or  whole  to  be  taken  from  the  Road  Machinery  Fund,  or 
take  any  action  in  relation  to  the  same. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
any  sum  of  money  for  the  maintenance  of  Chapter  90  roads, 
said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  which 
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may  be  allotted  by  the  State  and  County  for  the  purpose,  or 
take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
any  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  New  Construction  provided 
the  State  and  County  will  contribute  for  such  work,  under  the 
provision  of  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  any  sum 
of  money  for  the  care  of  Soldiers  ’and  Sailors’  graves  or  take 
any  action  in  relation  to  the  same. 

Article  14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  regard¬ 
ing  any  legal  proceedings  that  may  be  brought  against  or  by 
the  Town. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  any  sum 
of  money  for  Street  lights  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Assessors  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  Taxation  to  use  such  an  amount  of  the  free  cash  in 
the  Treasury  as  in  their  judgment  should  be  used  to  reduce 
the  Tax  levy  of  1946. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  to  pay  for  insurance  on  Town 
Buildings  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select¬ 
men  to  sell  any  or  all  real  estate  owned  by  the  Town  by  rea¬ 
son  of  the  foreclosure  of  Tax  Title  thereon,  and  to  execute, 
acknowledge,  and  deliver  a  proper  deed  or  deeds  therefor, 
authority  therefor  to  terminate  March  3,  1947  or  take  any 
action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  any  sum 
of  money  for  the  tuition  of  legal  residents  of  the  Town  to 
State-aided  vocational  schools,  such  sums  to  be  expended 
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under  the  supervision  of  the  School  Committee,  or  take  any 
action  in  relation  to  the  same. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the 
action  taken  at  the  annual  meeting  in  1944  whereby  it  voted 
to  establish  a  Town  Forest  on  the  so-called  Robinson  prop¬ 
erty  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reconsider 
the  action  taken  at  the  1944  annual  Town  meeting  whereby 
the  Town  voted  to  convert  the  tax  title  property  known  as 
the  Robinson  property  to  a  Town  Forest  or  take  any  action  in 
relation  thereto.

DEATHS  REGISTERED  IN  1946. 
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Parents  and  others  are  requested  to  carefully  examine 
the  above  lists  and  if  any  errors  or  omissions  are  discovered 
report  them  at  once  to  the  town  clerk,  that  the  record  may 
be  corrected,  as  it  is  of  importance  that  the  records  of  Vital 
Statistics  should  be  complete.  Herewith  are  extracts  from 
the  General  Laws,  Chapter  46. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  3. 

(As  Amended  by  Chapter  281,  Section  1,  Acts  of  1925). 

Every  physician,  or  hospital  medical  officer  registered 
under  section  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve,  in  this 
chapter  called  officer,  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  birth  of 
every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in  charge,  showing  date 
and  place  of  birth,  the  name,  if  any,  of  the  child,  its  sex  and 
color,  the  name,  age,  birthplace,  occupation  and  residence 
(including  the  street  number,  if  any,  and  the  ward  number, 
if  in  a  city)  of  each  parent,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother 
and  the  name  of  the  physician  or  officer,  if  any,  personally 
attending  the  birth.  If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the  name 
of,  and  other  facts  relating  to  the  father  shall  not  be  set 
forth  except  upon  written  request  of  both  the  father  and 
mother;  provided,  that  if  an  illegitimate  child  shall  have  be¬ 
come  legitimate  by  the  intermarriage  of  his  parents  and  the 
acknowledgment  of  his  father,  as  provided  in  section  seven 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety,  prior  to  the  mailing  or 
delivery  of  any  report  herein  required,  such  report  shall  read, 
in  all  respects,  as  if  such  child  had  been  born  to  such  parents 
in  lawful  wedlock.  Said  physician  or  officer  shall,  within 
fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or 
registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred,  a  report 
stating  the  facts  hereinabove  required  to  be  shown  on  said 
record  and  also  the  said  written  request,  if  any;  provided, 
that  if  said  report  is  not  so  made  within  forty-eight  hours 
after  such  birth,  said  physician  or  officer  shall,  within  said 
forty-eight  hours,  mail  or  deliver  to  said  clerk  or  registrar 
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a  notice  stating  the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  the  street 
number,  if  any,  the  ward  number,  if  in  a  city,  and  the  family 
name.  Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a  certificate  of  the  town 
clerk  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the 
town  treasurer  shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  Any  physician 
or  any  such  officer  violating  any  provision  of  this  section 
shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  The  said 
town  clerk  or  registrar  shall  file  daily  with  the  local  board 
of  health  a  list  of  all  births  reported  to  him,  showing,  as  to 
each,  the  date  of  birth,  sex,  color,  family  name,  residence, 
ward  and  physician  or  officer  in  charge. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  6. 

Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child, 
and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after  a  birth  in 
his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk 
of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born  *  *  *. 

Blanks  may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  the  town 
clerk. 


NOTICE 


SOME  OF  THE  MANY 
Reasons  Why  Births  Should  Be  Recorded. 

To  establish  identity. 

To  prove  nationality. 

To  prove  legitimacy. 

To  show  when  the  child  has  the  right  to  enter  school. 
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To  show  when  the  child  has  the  right  to  seek  employ¬ 
ment  under  the  child  labor  law. 

To  establish  the  right  of  inheritance  to  property. 

To  establish  liability  to  military  duty,  as  well  as  ex¬ 
emption  therefrom. 

To  establish  age  and  citizenship  in  order  to  vote. 

To  qualify  to  hold  title  to,  and  to  buy  or  sell  real  estate. 

To  establish  the  right  to  hold  public  office. 

To  prove  the  age  at  which  the  marriage  contract  may  be 
entered  into. 

To  prove  age  to  determine  validity  of  a  contract  entered 
into  by  an  alleged  minor. 

To  prove  age  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 

To  prove  age  so  as  to  have  the  right  to  take  Civil  Service 
Examinations. 


Parents  be  sure  to  record  the  birth  of  your  child  with 
given  name  in  full. 

Your  co-operation  to  the  end  that  all  births  may  be  prop¬ 
erly  recorded  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  Section  36 
and  55  of  Chapter  207  of  the  General  Laws  relating  to  mar¬ 
riages  solemnized  out  of  this  state,  which  are  as  follows: 

“Section  29  of  Chapter  151  of  the  Revised  Laws:  If  a 
marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between  parties  liv¬ 
ing  in  this  Commonwealth  who  return  to  dwell  here  they 
shall,  within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk 
or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  either  of  them  lived

at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a  certificate  or  declaration  of 
their  marriage,  including  the  facts  relative  to  marriages, 
which  are  required  by  law,  and  for  neglect  thereof  shall 
forfeit  ten  dollars.” 

Blanks  for  the  return  of  all  Vital  records  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Town  Clerk.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen  : 

I  submit  the  following  annual  report  on  the  roads  for  the 
year  1946. 

CHAPTER  81. 

19,322  gallons  of  tar  and  asphalt  were  applied  to  various 
roads  under  this  Chapter.  We  were  unable  to  cover  some 
places  that  were  in  need  as  there  was  considerable  new  work 
laid  out. 

There  were  1,697  yards  of  gravel  used  to  make  the  dirt 
roads  more  passable  and  safe.  We  had  to  use  part  of  the 
gravel  for  Taft  Avenue  which  was  voted  a  Town  road  at  the 
1946  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  which  was  in  very  poor  con¬ 
dition. 

All  drainage  was  cleared  and  considerable  new  work  was 
accomplished  on  various  roads. 

On  North  Avenue  900  feet  was  scarified  and  re-graded. 
The  road  was  raised  six  inches  to  shed  the  water  and  the 
shoulders  were  built. 

The  dangerous  curve  on  Thornton  Street  was  eliminated 
and  the  road  widened  at  this  point. 

The  curve  in  front  of  the  Post  Office  was  widened  from 
Mr.  Thompson’s  property  to  that  of  Fred  Phipps.  It  was 
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widened  eighteen  feet  at  the  narrowest  part.  This  gives 
ample  room  for  parking  in  front  of  the  store  and  Post  Office. 

On  Hartford  Avenue  East,  the  road  was  widened  from 
Leonard's  corner  to  the  bridge,  giving  six  feet  more  of  road¬ 
way  for  public  safety.  In  its  previous  condition  the  road  was 
dangerous  for  the  school  bus  to  pass  cars  or  trucks. 

1,500  feet  of  Thayer  Road  was  widened  and  a  hard  sur¬ 
face  was  applied. 

Brush  was  cut  on  all  dangerous  corners  and  curves  on 
many  of  the  Town  roads. 

CHAPTER  90,  MAINTENANCE. 

3,190  gallons  asphalt  were  applied  on  sections  of  Provi¬ 
dence  Street  and  Northbridge  Road. 

275  feet  of  drainage  was  built  on  Northbridge  Road  and 
drain  pipe  installed. 

350  feet  of  open  drain  was  installed  on  Millville  Road  in 
front  of  Mr.  Wagner’s  residence. 

Brush  was  cut  on  all  Chapter  90  roads. 

CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION. 

1,500  feet  of  Hartford  Avenue,  West,  was  laid  out  by  the 
County,  State  and  Town,  beginning  from  the  State  Road  to 
the  old  Pound.  The  elevation  and  curves  were  all  changed  as 
well  as  part  of  the  roadbed. 

In  excavating  for  the  new  road,  we  ran  into  about  one 
third  more  ledge  than  was  estimated  by  the  State.  For  the 
benefit  of  the  taxpayers,  we  had  to  comply  with  the  Massachu- 
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setts  State  Labor  Laws  which  pays  laborers  $1.15  per  hour. 
Hired  equipment  has  increased  about  twenty-five  percent  as 
well  as  material  needed  in  this  kind  of  work. 

We  have  completed  the  roadbed  and  all  but  a  few  minor 
jobs  at  the  contract  price.  The  State  engineers  estimated  that 
it  would  cost  about  $300.00  to  complete  the  details,  which 
amount  they  have  promised  to  give  us  this  Spring. 

In  concluding,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  Townspeople  and  the  State  and  County  Engineers  for 
their  corporation  and  any  assistance  they  have  given  me  to 
carry  on  my  work.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taft  Public  Library: — 

The  circulation  for  the  year  (98  days)  was  4732  volumes. 
The  largest  number  given  out  in  one  day  was  157,  the  smallest, 
17,  the  average,  48.  The  circulation  by  classes  was  as  follows: 
Fiction,  3680;  Magazines,  438;  Biography,  115;  Travel,  93; 
History,  157 ;  Literature,  38 ;  Fine  Arts,  45 ;  Science  and  Use¬ 
ful  Arts,  104;  all  others,  62. 

There  are  10198  volumes  in  the  library.  155  books  were 
added  this  year.  71  were  bought  by  the  Fletcher  Fund,  38  by 
the  Town  and  46  were  gifts.

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AGE  OF  ADMISSION  TO  SCHOOL. 

Any  child  who  becomes  six  years  of  age  on  or  before 
January  first  of  the  year  following  the  term  when  he  wishes 
to  enter  school  may  be  admitted  into  the  first  grade,  but  in 
every  case  the  admission  of  a  child  under  six  shall  be  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  fitness  of  the  child  to  profit  by  the  work 
of  the  school,  such  fitness  to  be  determined  by  the  superin¬ 
tendent.  Pupils  under  seven  years  of  age  who  have  not 
previously  attended  school  shall  not  be  permitted  to  enter 
later  than  thirty  days  after  the  opening  of  school  in  Sep¬ 
tember  of  any  school  year. 


SCHOOL  REGULATIONS. 

Any  complaint  or  representation  which  any  person  de¬ 
sires  to  make  shall  be  presented  or  referred  in  writing  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools,  who,  in  his  discretion  may  bring 
it  before  the  school  committee.  In  cases  of  discipline  or  other 
school  matters  relating  to  their  children,  parents  shall  first 
discuss  the  matter  with  the  teacher  concerned.  If  for  some 
reason  they  are  not  satisfied  they  will  further  discuss  the 
matter  with  the  following  persons,  if  necessary,  and  in  the 
following  order:  first,  the  principal  of  the  building  and  then 
the  superintendent  of  schools.  If,  finally,  the  superintendent 
has  been  unable  to  satisfy  the  parents,  he  shall  report  the 
case  to  the  school  committee  for  consideration  and  action. 


THE  NO  SCHOOL  SIGNAL. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  officials  to  practically  aban¬ 
don  the  use  of  the  “no  school”  signal  on  account  of  weather 
conditions.  This  is  in  line  with  what  many  other  cities  and 
towns  are  doing.  The  reasons  for  so  doing  are  that  much  con- 
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fusion  has  resulted  from  the  use  of  the  “no  school”  signal,  and 
the  realization  that  the  loss  of  even  one  school  day  is  a  very 
serious  one. 

However,  there  may  be  days  when  it  is  advisable  to  close 
schools  on  account  of  severe  weather  conditions  or  other 
emergency. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Radio  Stations 
WNAC,  WBZ,  and  WEAN  to  broadcast  the  fact  whenever  it 
is  necessary  to  close  the  schools.  The  siren  will  also  blow  two 
blasts  twice  at  7.30  A.  M. 

If  schools  do  not  close  on  any  particularly  bad  day  (rain, 
snow,  or  cold)  parents  are  requested,  and  urged,  to  use  their 
own  judgment  in  sending  their  children  to  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


Mendon,  Massachusetts. 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon: 

We  present  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  to  bring  to  your  attention  some  of  the  more  important 
facts  relating  to  the  functioning  of  that  department. 

One  matter  of  primary  importance  to  the  taxpayers  is  of 
course,  the  increase  in  the  annual  budget,  which  was  more  or 
less  inevitable.  This  increase  of  approximately  $6,000.  is  in 
part,  due  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  which  has 
caused  a  nationwide  demand  for  higher  wages  for  teachers 
and  school  employees. 

We  have  an  excellent  staff  of  teachers  and  will  endeavor 
to  maintain  this  standard  by  paying  salaries  commensurate 
with  the  service  rendered,  and  comparable  to  towns  of  similar 
or  slightly  better  financial  status.  This  way  we  shall  retain 
the  high  educational  standards  of  which  Mendon  has  always 
been  proud.  Approximately  50%  of  the  increase  in  the  budget 
has  been  due  to  the  substantial  increases  in  salaries  of  the 
teaching  staff  and  school  employees,  supervisors,  etc.  Cost  of 
maintenance,  materials,  health  and  medical  service,  school  sup¬ 
plies,  textbooks,  etc.,  account  for  the  rest  of  the  budget  in¬ 
crease. 

We  regret  exceedingly  the  passing  of  our  music  super¬ 
visor,  Mr.  Gellatly,  and  we  are  trying  to  replace  him  with  an¬ 
other  to  maintain  this  very  important  part  of  our  curriculum. 
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Two  particularly  expensive  items  have  not  been  included 
in  the  budget  but  which  must  be  kept  in  mind  and  while  they 
should  be  termed  more  as  investments  than  expenses,  they 
must  be  provided  for  in  the  near  future.  An  improvement  or 
replacement  of  the  sewage  system  will  be  necessary  as  soon  as 
soil  pipe  and  other  materials  are  available.  The  present  sys¬ 
tem  is  inadequate  and  is  causing  damage  to  an  abutter’s  prop¬ 
erty.  This  abutter  has  very  considerately  agreed,  verbally, 
not  to  press  damage  claims,  provided  the  situation  is  cor¬ 
rected  as  soon  as  is  practical  and  possible.  A  survey  by  a  com¬ 
petent  sanitation  engineer  has  estimated  the  cost  of  this  im¬ 
provement  at  approximately  $2400.  (1946  price.) 

Another  item  which  will  have  to  be  taken  care  of  in  the 
near  future  will  be  the  replacement  of  the  heating  system  in 
the  school  building.  This  has  been  brought  to  our  attention 
regularly  in  the  constant  expense  of  repairs  of  the  boiler  and 
stoker.  A  competent  heating  engineer  has  assured  the  com¬ 
mittee  that  our  present  cast  iron  sectional  boiler  has  outlived 
the  life  expectancy  of  that  type  of  equipment  by  two  years  at 
the  present  time,  having  certain  parts  installed  as  early  as 
1920,  and  is  only  as  efficient  as  would  be  expected  of  a  boiler 
of  that  age  and  type.  He  has  recommended  that  it  be  re¬ 
placed  as  soon  as  it  fails  or  it  is  convenient,  by  an  efficient, 
modem  steel  tubular  boiler  with  an  oil  burner  engineered  to 
match  same.  He  has  assured  us  that  a  substantial  saving  in 
cost  of  fuel  for  the  amount  of  heat  delivered  will  result  from 
the  installation  of  such  a  system. 

When  it  becomes  necessary  to  take  care  of  these  items, 
the  appropriations  for  same  will  be  brought  up  as  separate 
items  at  either  a  regular  or  special  town  meeting. 

Our  stoker  has  been  overhauled  this  past  summer  and 
other  general  maintenance  items  taken  care  of  as  they  have 
arisen.  We  expect  to  re-cover  the  worn  stair  tread  surfaces, 
and  places  where  necessary  in  the  halls  and  entrances  as  soon 
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as  contractors  for  same  are  available.  It  is  necessary  to  keep 
in  mind  that  the  repainting  of  the  exterior  of  the  school  build¬ 
ing  will  be  necessary  in  1948. 

Several  floors  in  the  school  building  have  been  resurfaced, 
desks  sanded,  etc.  Some  tools  have  been  purchased  to  facili¬ 
tate  the  maintenance  of  building  and  grounds  by  our  school 
custodian. 

Some  other  items  of  general  interest  such  as  school 
lunches  have  been  considered  and  information  gathered  re¬ 
garding  them.  Later  we  expect  to  have  a  State  Extension 
expert  on  school  lunch  programs  in  attendance  at  one  of  the 
meetings  of  the  newly  organized  Parent-Teachers’  Associa¬ 
tion,  provided  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  that  association. 

We  believe  that  this  association  will  prove  of  real  value  to 
the  educational  system  of  the  Town,  and  will  be  glad  to  coop¬ 
erate  with  them  in  any  way  possible.  We  extend  herewith  our 
heartiest  and  best  wishes  for  the  welfare  of  the  organization, 
and  the  achievement  of  its  purpose. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  Superintendent  Mr. 
Rowe,  Principal  Mr.  Clough,  all  of  the  teachers  and  supervis¬ 
ors,  transportation  agents,  custodian  and  all  those  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  health  and  safety  of  our  children  for  their  coop¬ 
eration  in  our  endeavor  to  provide  the  most  efficient,  advanced 
and  useful  education  possible  for  the  children  of  Mendon  as 
an  investment  in  the  future  welfare  of  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


Mendon,  Massachusetts, 
January  10,  1947. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Mendon: 

Gentlemen  : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  for  your  consid¬ 
eration  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  of 
Mendon. 

There  have  been  only  two  changes  in  the  teaching  staff 
during  the  calendar  year  1946.  Miss  Barbara  Hammann  re¬ 
signed  in  January  to  be  married.  Miss  Rita  Manion  who 
previously  taught  in  grades  seven  and  eight  was  given  Miss 
Hammann’s  place  in  the  English  department.  Miss  Manion 
is  well  qualified  for  this  work  as  her  major  in  college  con¬ 
sisted  of  English.  Mr.  Raymond  Biedrzycki,  of  Chicopee,  a 
graduate  of  Rhode  Island  State  College  was  elected  to  take  the 
position  left  vacant  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Manion.  In 
September  Mr.  Biedrzycki  was  given  some  high  school  sub¬ 
jects  in  addition  to  his  seventh  and  eighth  grade  work.  Miss 
Eleanor  McDonough  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  re¬ 
signed  in  the  summer  to  accept  a  better  position.  Mrs. 
Virginia  Farrell  was  elected  to  this  vacancy  on  a  substitute 
basis  for  the  year  and  began  her  work  at  the  opening  of 
school  in  September.  Mrs.  Farrell  is  a  graduate  of  the  Fram¬ 
ingham  State  Teachers  College  and  had  some  teaching  ex¬ 
perience  before  beginning  her  work  in  Mendon. 
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We  are  fortunate  in  not  having  more  changes.  In  1945 
we  opened  school  in  September  with  five  new  teachers  and  in 
1946  with  only  one.  A  large  turnover  of  the  teachers  is  very 
undesirable.  It  interferes  with  the  efficient  operation  and  ad¬ 
ministration  of  a  school  system.  This  small  change  in  the 
teaching  staff  is  due  in  large  part  to  salary  increases  granted. 
Further  salary  increases  will  have  to  be  given  in  order  to 
keep  our  present  teachers,  and  to  get  others  should  any  resign 
at  the  close  of  school  in  June,  1947.  The  Committee  has 
voted  an  increase  of  fifteen  per  cent  effective  January  1,  1947. 

It  is  with  the  deepest  of  regret  that  we  note  the  passing 
of  Mr.  David  Gellatly,  our  music  supervisor  for  several  years. 
Mr.  Gellatly  was  an  excellent  teacher  and  a  fine  man.  He 
was  conscientious,  dependable,  and  faithful.  He  will  be 
greatly  missed  by  the  entire  school  personnel. 

Realizing  the  inadequacy  of  teachers’  salaries  to  meet 
the  present  high  cost  of  living,  practically  all  cities  and  towns 
have  either  raised  or  made  plans  to  substantially  increase 
their  pay.  This  tendency  is  nation  wide  in  scope.  To  meet 
the  additional  costs  there  will  be  a  bill,  or  bills,  introduced  in 
the  General  Court  of  1947  granting  greater  reimbursements 
for  educational  purposes  to  the  municipalities  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth.  It  is  not  possible  at  this  time  to  determine 
whether  or  not  any  more  aid  for  educational  purposes  will 
be  received  in  1947. 

It  is  imperative  that  some  action  be  taken  to  aid  educa¬ 
tion,  our  greatest  national  asset. 

This  year  our  total  enrollment  is  practically  the  same  as 
last  year.  According  to  figures  there  should  be  an  upward 
trend  again  in  the  school  membership.  The  highest  enroll¬ 
ment  in  recent  years  was  in  1942  with  307  pupils.  The  lowest 
was  in  1946  with  247.  The  population  of  the  Town  in  1935 
was  1265.  In  1940  it  was  1315,  and  in  1945  was  1504.  In  the 
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ten  year  period  there  has  been  a  gain  of  239.  It  would  be 
natural  to  look  for  a  gradual  increase  in  school  enrollment  in 
the  next  few  years.  The  enrollment  figures  for  the  last  ten 
years  follow:

Very  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  the  regular 
school  program  of  studies.  Particular  stress  has  again  been 
placed  on  reading  and  the  language  skills.  Every  possible  aid 
has  been  purchased  and  used  in  the  field  of  reading  in  the  first 
three  grades.  More  new  textbooks  have  been  obtained  than 
for  several  years.  New  books  consist  of  spelling,  reading, 
social  studies,  and  science.  Teachers  are  providing  for  indi¬ 
vidual  differences  in  pupils  by  using  small  groups,  giving  indi¬ 
vidual  attention,  and  by  special  help  when  necessary.  All  in 
all,  I  feel  that  our  children  are  making  sound,  satisfactory 
progress,  and  that  they  would  compare  very  favorably  with  a 
nation-wide  average. 

Mr.  A.  Russell  Mack,  Supervisor  of  Secondary  Education, 
of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  visited  the  school  in 
January,  spending  an  entire  forenoon  in  visiting  classes  and 
inspecting  the  facilities  of  the  building.  Mr.  Mack  was  very 
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favorably  impressed  with  the  work  being  done.  His  major 
criticism  was  the  high  percentage  of  teacher  changes  the  year 
before.  Fortunately,  we  have  overcome  this  fault  to  a  very 
large  extent  this  year. 

Beginning  in  September  the  Rinehart  System  of  Hand¬ 
writing  was  adopted  and  introduced  into  the  school  system. 
This  is  a  functional  system  with  the  skill  acquired  carrying 
over  into  all  written  work.  The  work  is  carefully  supervised 
with  instructors  visiting  and  taking  charge  of  classroom  work 
at  least  once  each  school  month.  Each  pupil’s  work  is  care¬ 
fully  diagnosed  and  his  progress  noted. 

Improvement  in  this  important  art  has  been  made  and  as 
time  goes  on  still  greater  improvement  will  follow. 

Two  new  typewriters  were  purchased  for  the  Commercial 
Department.  A  new  liquid  process  duplicator  was  obtained  in 
April.  This  is  used  in  all  grades  for  quantity  purposes  of  any 
kind  of  work,  either  written,  typewritten,  or  drawn.  Enough 
copies  for  a  large  class  can  be  conveniently  and  quickly  made. 
New  electric  clocks  were  placed  in  the  physics  laboratory,  and 
the  Household  Arts  Department.  A  good  used  electric  sewing 
machine  was  also  placed  in  the  Household  Arts  Department. 

Education  Week  was  observed  in  November.  One  day 
was  set  aside  as  “open  house”  day  and  parents  were  invited  to 
visit  the  school  and  classes.  For  the  most  part  the  regular 
classroom  work  was  carried  on.  Many  parents  visited  the  dif¬ 
ferent  classes  and  saw  the  school  program  of  studies  as  it  usu¬ 
ally  operates.  Parents  are  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  school 
at  any  time. 

A  Parent-Teacher  organization  was  formed  late  in  the 
year.  It  is  hoped  that  all  parents  will  join  and  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  of  getting  acquainted  with  the  teachers  and 
talking  over  their  problems  with  them.  This  offers  a  splendid 
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opportunity  for  parents  and  teachers  to  meet  informally  and 
discuss  problems  of  individual  children.  A  fine  spirit  of  co¬ 
operation  can  be  built  up  which  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  our 
school  system. 

Classes  in  aviation  were  held  at  the  school  building  dur¬ 
ing  the  fall  months.  This  work  was  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Millis  of  the  Mendon  Airport,  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal 
and  State  Governments  and  the  State  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion.  Many  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  get 
necessary  groundwork  instruction  in  aeronautics. 

No  outstanding  repairs  have  been  made  during  the  year. 
Routine  repairs  have  been  taken  care  of  as  trouble  originated. 
The  boiler  had  to  be  relined  in  the  summer.  The  vacuum 
pump  and  motor  had  to  be  fully  overhauled.  The  stoker 
motor  was  put  into  good  working  condition.  New  worm 
gears  had  to  be  replaced  in  the  stoker.  The  hardness  of  the 
water  made  necessary  some  plumbing  repairs.  Better  desks 
were  installed  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  room  replacing 
those  which  were  badly  worn.  Some  desks  were  also  placed 
in  the  first  and  second  grade  room,  and  many  desks  were 
sanded  and  refinished.  Two  new  electrical  outlets  were  in¬ 
stalled  in  the  home  economics  room. 

In  1947  action  should  be  taken  on  two  very  important 
items  of  repair,  the  heating  plant  and  the  sewage  system. 
The  heating  plant  is  very  costly  to  operate  as  it  seems  neces¬ 
sary  each  summer  to  expend  several  hundred  dollars  for  boil¬ 
er  work.  New  linings  seem  to  be  necessary  as  well  as  a  great 
deal  of  work  on  the  stoker.  In  addition,  the  stoker  is  not  ef¬ 
ficient  in  very  cold  weather  and  needs  almost  constant  atten¬ 
tion. 


The  present  cesspool  has  been  causing  trouble  by  over¬ 
flowing  for  some  time.  This  condition  is  neither  healthful 
nor  sanitary.  It  should  be  permanently  taken  care  of  as  soon 
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as  school  closes  in  June  by  the  building  of  a  new  septic  tank 
or  cesspool  further  away  from  the  building,  and  built  in  such 
a  manner  that  it  cannot  run  over. 

Some  painting  should  be  done  on  the  interior  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  New  stair  treads  should  be  put  in  where  needed,  and  new 
floor  covering  in  the  halls  and  corridors  where  worn. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  to  you  my  deep  and  sin¬ 
cere  appreciation  for  your  efforts  so  earnestly  made  during 
the  year  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school.  I  also  want  to 
thank  Mr.  Clough,  the  Principal,  the  teachers,  townspeople, 
and  pupils  who  have  all  cooperated  wholeheartedly  to  make 
the  year  a  most  successful  one.

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Mendon  Center 
School. 

Nine  pupils  graduated  from  Mendon  High  School  June  13, 
1946:  Merrill  R.  Bracci,  Rosamond  F.  Coe,  Patricia  Gaskell, 
Eleanor  Hogarth,  Virginia  F.  Irons,  Jean  H.  McTurk,  Jacob 
Oppewal,  Kenneth  L.  Phipps,  Wesley  T.  Rogers.  First  honors 
in  scholarship  were  attained  by  Patricia  Gaskell  and  second 
honors  by  Rosamond  F.  Coe.  The  award  of  the  Alumni  Medal 
was  made  to  Patricia  Gaskell.  Jean  H.  McTurk  received  the 
Good  Citizenship  Pin  and  Scroll  from  the  Society  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 

The  annual  Prize  Speaking  Contest  was  held  at  the  Men¬ 
don  Town  Hall  April  5,  1946.  Eleven  pupils  presented  read¬ 
ings.  First  prize  was  won  by  Faye  A.  Pouliot,  second  prize  by 
Frances  M.  Fisk,  and  third  prize  by  Gilbert  W.  Beal. 

A  minstrel  show  was  given  on  March  15,  1946  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Washington  Trip  Fund. 

On  December  6,  1946  the  Senior  Class  Play  entitled  “All 
Grown  Up”  was  ably  presented  to  a  capacity  audience  at  Men¬ 
don  Town  Hall. 
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After  a  lapse  of  three  years  due  to  wartime  restrictions, 
the  Washington  Trip  was  resumed  during  the  April  vacation. 
The  system  of  class  dues  collection  for  the  Washington  Trip 
is  once  more  in  full  operation  and,  unless  unforeseen  develop¬ 
ments  arise,  it  is  probable  that  the  trip  can  be  financed  ade¬ 
quately  without  changes  in  the  present  regulations. 

The  baseball  team  played  a  nine  game  schedule  during 
the  regular  season  and,  during  the  fall  and  winter  months, 
boys  interested  in  basketball  have  been  able  to  practice  weekly 
in  Milford  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Raymond  Biedrzycki. 

The  death  of  Mr.  David  N.  Gellatly,  Supervisor  of  Music 
for  the  past  ten  years  occurred  in  December,  1946  after  an 
illness  of  several  months.  His  many  pupils  and  associates 
felt  deeply  the  loss  of  a  highly  respected  teacher  whose  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  school  was  inestimable. 

Enrollment  figures  for  the  year  show  a  slight  decrease  in 
the  elementary  grades  with  approximately  the  same  member¬ 
ship  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  grades.  The  figures 
as  of  January  6,  1947  are  as  follows:  Grade  one — 18;  Grade 
two — 21;  Grade  three — 26;  Grade  four — 20;  Grade  five — 28; 
Grade  six — 20;  Grade  seven — 39;  Grade  eight — 16;  Grade 
nine — 19;  Grade  ten — 15;  Grade  eleven — 11;  Grade  twelve — 
11. 


The  purchase  of  a  liquid  process  duplicating  machine  has 
provided  an  addition  to  the  building  equipment  which  is  prov¬ 
ing  to  be  an  excellent  and  efficient  teaching  aid. 

The  teaching  staff  of  the  school  is  earnest  and  sincere  in 
the  effort  to  teach  the  youth  of  Mendon  the  fundamentals  of 
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successful  and  happy  living.  In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express 
my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  teachers,  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Mr.  Rowe,  the  members  of  the  School  Committee,  and 
to  parents  and  members  of  the  community  who  have  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  achievement  of  this  purpose.

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SCHOOL  NURSE’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  Mr.  Percy  L.  Rowe, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  School  Nurse’s  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1946. 

The  District  Nursing  Association  has  just  finished  its 
twenty-sixth  year  of  school  nurse  supervision  in  the  Mendon 
school. 

In  1946,  Center  School  was  visited  at  least  one  day  a  week 
when  school  was  in  session,  usually  on  a  Tuesday. 

It  was  difficult  to  work  out  a  definite  schedule,  but  an  ef¬ 
fort  was  made  to  visit  the  classrooms  each  visiting  day  and 
talk  with  the  teachers.  At  this  time  a  health  talk  may  have 
been  given,  a  classroom  inspected  or  individual  talks  with 
pupils  whom  the  teachers  or  parents  had  drawn  to  my  atten¬ 
tion. 


School  nursing  cannot  be  compared  to  a  music  supervis¬ 
or’s  or  a  writing  teacher’s  work  among  the  school  children, 
where  results  can  be  noted  almost  at  once. 

A  school  nurse’s  work  is  largely  prevention  and  correc¬ 
tive  work  and  has  much  to  do  with  the  home  life  of  our  school 
child  as  it  has  with  the  school  life. 

During  1946  the  school  children  were  quite  free  from  con¬ 
tagious  diseases  to  any  great  extent. 
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Chicken-pox,  measles,  german  measles  and  one  case  of 
scarlet-fever  with  a  few  cases  of  scabies  were  reported  by  the 
parents. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  by  the 
nurse  in  the  school  building. 

All  children  were  weighed  and  measured  three  times  in 
1946  and  weight  reports  sent  home  to  parents. 

A  large  number  of  these  children  were  done  when  they 
were  babies  through  the  efforts  of  the  district  nurses. 

Every  new  child  entering  our  school  as  well  as  every  new 
family,  with  children,  moving  into  town  are  questioned  as  to 
this  treatment.  This  past  year  fifteen  pre-school  children  re¬ 
ceived  the  three  protective  doses  of  Toxoid.  As  these  will 
later  be  our  school  children  I  feel  I  should  include  this  item 
in  this  report.

In  the  fall  Dr.  Campbell  the  school  physician  was  assisted 
with  the  general  physical  examinations  of  the  school  children.

Notices  of  these  defects  were  sent  home  to  parents. 

Although  the  teachers  are  responsible  for  the  testing  of 
the  hearing  and  eyesight  of  the  pupils  the  nurse  assists  by  re¬ 
testing  all  questionable  cases. 

Due  to  the  follow-up  work  done  each  year,  about  ninety 
per  cent  of  our  Mendon  School  children  are  protected  from 
diphtheria. 

In  closing,  may  I  thank  Mr.  Rowe,  Mr.  Clough  and  all  the 
teachers  for  their  cooperation.  I  also  wish  to  express  my  ap¬ 
preciation  to  the  school  committee,  the  Board  of  Health  and 
the  parents  for  their  understanding  and  confidence.

General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  3. 

(As  Amended  by  Chapter  281,  Section  1,  Acts  of  1925). 

Every  physician,  or  hospital  medical  officer  registered 
under  section  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve,  in  this 
chapter  called  officer,  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  birth  of 
every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in  charge,  showing  date 
and  place  of  birth,  the  name,  if  any,  of  the  child,  its  sex  and 
color,  the  name,  age,  birthplace,  occupation  and  residence 
(including  the  street  number,  if  any,  and  the  ward  number, 
if  in  a  city)  of  each  parent,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother 
and  the  name  of  the  physician  or  officer,  if  any,  personally 
attending  the  birth.  If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the  name 
of,  and  other  facts  relating  to  the  father  shall  not  be  set 
forth  except  upon  written  request  of  both  the  father  and 
mother;  provided,  that  if  an  illegitimate  child  shall  have  be¬ 
come  legitimate  by  the  intermarriage  of  his  parents  and  the 
acknowledgment  of  his  father,  as  provided  in  section  seven 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety,  prior  to  the  mailing  or 
delivery  of  any  report  herein  required,  such  report  shall  read, 
in  all  respects,  as  if  such  child  had  been  born  to  such  parents 
in  lawful  wedlock.  Said  physician  or  officer  shall,  within 
fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or 
registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred,  a  report 
stating  the  facts  hereinabove  required  to  be  shown  on  said 
record  and  also  the  said  written  request,  if  any;  provided, 
that  if  said  report  is  not  so  made  within  forty-eight  hours 
after  such  birth,  said  physician  or  officer  shall,  within  said 
forty-eight  hours,  mail  or  deliver  to  said  clerk  or  registrar 
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a  notice  stating  the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  the  street 
number,  if  any,  the  ward  number,  if  in  a  city,  and  the  family 
name.  Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a  certificate  of  the  town 
clerk  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the 
town  treasurer  shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  Any  physician 
or  any  such  officer  violating  any  provision  of  this  section 
shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  The  said 
town  clerk  or  registrar  shall  file  daily  with  the  local  board 
of  health  a  list  of  all  births  reported  to  him,  showing,  as  to 
each,  the  date  of  birth,  sex,  color,  family  name,  residence, 
ward  and  physician  or  officer  in  charge. 

General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  6. 

Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child, 
and  every  householder,  within  forty  days  after  a  birth  in 
his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk 
of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born  *  *  *.

To  prove  age  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 

To  prove  age  so  as  to  have  the  right  to  take  Civil  Service 
Examinations. 


Parents  be  sure  to  record  the  birth  of  your  child  with 
given  name  in  full. 

Your  co-operation  to  the  end  that  all  births  may  be  prop¬ 
erly  recorded  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  Section  36 
and  55  of  Chapter  207  of  the  General  Laws  relating  to  mar¬ 
riages  solemnized  out  of  this  state,  which  are  as  follows: 

“Section  29  of  Chapter  151  of  the  Revised  Laws:  If  a 
marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between  parties  liv¬ 
ing  in  this  Commonwealth  who  return  to  dwell  here  they 
shall,  within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk 
or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  either  of  them  lived 
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at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a  certificate  or  declaration  of 
their  marriage,  including  the  facts  relative  to  marriages, 
which  are  required  by  law,  and  for  neglect  thereof  shall 
forfeit  ten  dollars.” 

Blanks  for  the  return  of  all  Vital  records  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Town  Clerk.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen  : 

I  submit  the  following  annual  report  on  the  roads  for  the 
year  1947. 

CHAPTER  81. 

25,511  gallons  of  tar  and  asphalt  were  applied  to  various 
roads  under  this  Chapter.  We  used  about  6,000  gallons  more 
this  year  as  the  roads  were  pretty  well  dried  out  and  needed 
it  badly. 

There  were  1,642  yards  of  gravel  used  on  the  dirt  roads. 
Taft  Avenue  has  been  added  to  our  dirt  roads  and  it  took  con¬ 
siderable  gravel  to  make  this  road  passable.  We  hope  to  make 
some  improvements  on  this  road  in  1948. 

I  would  like  to  mention  the  fact  that  the  County  and 
State  cut  our  allotment  for  Chapter  90  Maintenance  and  this 
made  it  necessary  to  use  some  of  Chapter  81  money. 

All  drainage  was  cleaned  and  some  new  drains  were 
added. 

The  road  was  rebuilt  on  Hartford  Avenue,  East  between 
Providence  Street  and  the  Muddy  Brook  Bridge,  a  distance  of 
1,050  feet  by  20  feet  wide.  It  was  a  mix  and  place  job,  and 
the  road  is  now  much  improved  for  the  school  bus  and  large 
trucks  to  pass,  and  also  facilitate  snow  plowing. 

On  George  Street  Hill  the  road  was  regraded,  a  distance  of 
530  feet.  This  was  also  a  mix  and  place  job  and  the  road  is 
now  in  very  good  shape. 
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Blackstone  Street  from  the  residence  of  Mr.  Tetreault  to 
the  former  Louis  Holbrook  home,  was  made  a  permanent  black 
top  road,  a  distance  of  2,640  feet.  It  was  a  mix  and  place 
work,  and  has  improved  this  road  considerably. 

Brush  was  cut  on  most  all  roads  and  dangerous  curves. 

CHAPTER  90,  MAINTENANCE. 

4,783  gallons  of  asphalt  were  applied  on  Providence  Street 
and  Hartford  Avenue  West. 

500  feet  of  open  drainage  was  installed  on  Northb ridge 
Road  and  new  drainage  was  added  on  Providence  Street. 

Brush  was  cut  on  all  dangerous  curves  and  on  some  roads. 

Our  appropriations  for  this  work  were  cut  from  $3,000. 
last  year  to  $1,950.  this  year.  This  was  quite  a  drawback, 
considering  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  labor  and  equipment. 

CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION. 

Chapter  90  Construction  was  started  after  some  delay. 
Bids  were  necessary  on  the  new  steel  pipe  for  the  bridge,  and 
so  much  time  elapsed  after  the  bid  was  given,  before  the  pipe 
arrived,  that  I  decided  to  postpone  further  work  on  this  proj¬ 
ect  until  the  weather  was  suitable.  The  Massachusetts  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Works  gave  approval  of  this  action.  If 
we  had  proceeded  with  this  work  it  would  have  meant  closing 
the  road  for  some  time,  and  during  the  Winter  months  it 
would  be  impracticable  to  work  with  any  degree  of  certainty. 

SNOW  REMOVAL. 

At  our  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  we  asked  for  $2,500. 
which  was  $1,000.  less  than  the  previous  year,  hoping  this 
would  be  a  sufficient  amount.  However,  with  the  bad  weather 
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in  the  Spring,  which  made  it  necessary  to  do  some  plowing 
and  a  lot  of  sanding,  all  but  two  or  three  dollars  was  used  up. 
Because  of  this  shortage,  funds  for  the  installation  of  the 
snow  fences  was  taken  from  General  Repairs. 

Because  of  the  severe  storms  in  December,  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  ask  for  more  funds,  thus  the  transfer  of  $1,771.26  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  in  December. 

In  concluding,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  Townspeople  and  the  State  and  County  Engineers  for 
their  cooperation  and  any  assistance  they  have  given  me  in 
the  past.

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AGE  OF  ADMISSION  TO  SCHOOL. 

Any  child  who  becomes  six  years  of  age  on  or  before 
January  first  of  the  year  following  the  term  when  he  wishes 
to  enter  school  may  be  admitted  into  the  first  grade,  but  in 
every  case  the  admission  of  a  child  under  six  shall  be  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  fitness  of  the  child  to  profit  by  the  work 
of  the  school,  such  fitness  to  be  determined  by  the  superin¬ 
tendent.  Pupils  under  seven  years  of  age  who  have  not 
previously  attended  school  shall  not  be  permitted  to  enter 
later  than  thirty  days  after  the  opening  of  school  in  Sep¬ 
tember  of  any  school  year. 


SCHOOL  REGULATIONS. 

Any  complaint  or  representation  which  any  person  de¬ 
sires  to  make  shall  be  presented  or  referred  in  writing  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools,  who,  in  his  discretion  may  bring 
it  before  the  school  committee.  In  cases  of  discipline  or  other 
school  matters  relating  to  their  children,  parents  shall  first 
discuss  the  matter  with  the  teacher  concerned.  If  for  some 
reason  they  are  not  satisfied  they  will  further  discuss  the 
matter  with  the  following  persons,  if  necessary,  and  in  the 
following  order:  first,  the  principal  of  the  building  and  then 
the  superintendent  of  schools.  If,  finally,  the  superintendent 
has  been  unable  to  satisfy  the  parents,  he  shall  report  the 
case  to  the  school  committee  for  consideration  and  action. 


THE  NO  SCHOOL  SIGNAL. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  officials  to  practically  aban¬ 
don  the  use  of  the  “no  school”  signal  on  account  of  weather 
conditions.  This  is  in  line  with  what  many  other  cities  and 
towns  are  doing.  The  reasons  for  so  doing  are  that  much  con- 
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fusion  has  resulted  from  the  use  of  the  “no  school”  signal,  and 
the  realization  that  the  loss  of  even  one  school  day  is  a  very 
serious  one. 

However,  there  may  be  days  when  it  is  advisable  to  close 
schools  on  account  of  severe  weather  conditions  or  other 
emergency. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Radio  Stations 
WNAC,  WBZ,  WEAN  and  WWON  to  broadcast  the  fact  when¬ 
ever  it  is  necessary  to  close  the  schools.  The  siren  will  also 
blow  two  blasts  twice  at  7.30  A.  M. 

If  schools  do  not  close  on  any  particularly  bad  day  (rain, 
snow,  or  cold)  parents  are  requested,  and  urged,  to  use  their 
own  judgment  in  sending  their  children  to  school.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon: 

The  School  Committee  desire  to  extend  to  you  a  most 
prosperous  and  progressive  year  ahead  as  we  make  this  report 
to  you. 

We  sincerely  appreciate  your  earnest  support  of  our  ef¬ 
forts  in  behalf  of  all  of  us  for  maintaining  and  improving  our 
school  system. 

We  have  tried  diligently  to  spend  your  money  wisely  and 
to  procure  the  best  where  possible. 

We  desire  to  bring  to  your  attention  that  we  are  deeply 
indebted  to  your  able  and  efficient  Finance  Committee  for 
competent  advice  and  untiring  assistance  in  our  behalf  in  the 
many  problems  that  confronted  us. 

The  new  sewer  system  that  began  functioning  in 
September  1947  is  an  improvement  of  sufficient  size  to  take 
care  of  future  demands  such  as  would  be  required  by  an  Audi¬ 
torium  if  it  becomes  possible  to  build  it  sometime  in  the  near 
future. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Robert  Donnelly  for  invaluable 
assistance  and  advice  in  planning  for  the  construction  of  the 
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sewer  system  and  to  Mr.  Carlton  Goss  who  sacrificed  his  own 
time  to  supervise  and  construct  the  same  for  us. 

When  Philgas  was  installed  for  use  in  the  school  lunch 
kitchen  an  extension  was  run  up  to  the  Physics  Laboratory 
providing  gas  facilities  there  for  experiments  in  modern  in¬ 
struction. 

Proper  drainage  has  been  provided  for  the  Domestic 
Science  room  sink  so  that  no  further  trouble  should  be  en¬ 
countered  there  in  the  future. 

The  overwhelming  response  to  the  lunch  program  as 
sponsored  by  the  PTA  brought  an  improvement  to  the  school 
system  that  is  indicative  of  the  progressiveness  of  Mendon’s 
Townfolk.  This  has  also  brought  mothers  in  direct  contact 
with  school  life  which  no  doubt  has  given  them  a  new  insight 
into  our  educational  program. 

Realizing  that  the  need  for  further  increasing  salaries  of 
school  personnel  has  been  prominently  discussed  all  over  the 
country  we  merely  add  that  we  are  faced  with  the  seriousness 
of  this  condition  and  have  made  plans  to  improve  our  com¬ 
paratively  low  salary  schedule  in  our  recommended  budget  for 
1948.  We  earnestly  solicit  your  support  in  this  matter. 

The  acquirement  of  new  and  improved  equipment  is  fully 
discussed  in  the  report  of  our  capable  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Percy  Rowe. 

With  such  a  great  responsibility  having  been  entrusted 
to  us  we  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  serving  you  as  School 
Committeemen. 

We  are  investigating  the  possibility  of  improving  our 
water  supply  system  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  excessive  cor- 
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rosive  characteristics  that  cause  abnormal  maintenance  costs 
of  the  plumbing  and  heating  systems. 

We  appreciate  the  co-operation  that  has  so  faithfully  been 
given  us  by  Superintendent  Rowe,  Principal  Clough,  our  splen¬ 
did  Teaching  Staff,  Mr.  Raymond  Barrows  and  the  transporta¬ 
tion  men — Mr.  Harold  Barrows  and  Mr.  Jesse  White.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS, 


Mendon,  Massachusetts, 
January  5,  1948. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Mendon: 

Gentlemen  : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  for  your  consid¬ 
eration  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
of  Mendon. 

Again  in  1947  there  were  only  two  changes  in  the  faculty 
membership.  Mrs.  Ann  deNevers  was  engaged  to  replace  Miss 
Rita  Manion  in  the  English  Department,  and  Mrs.  Louise 
Benotti  replaced  Mrs.  Virginia  Farrell  in  the  Home  Econom¬ 
ics  Department.  Mrs.  deNevers  is  a  graduate  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  State  College  with  an  A.  B.  degree.  Mrs.  Benotti  is  a 
graduate  of  Simmons  College,  and  holds  a  B.  S.  degree.  Mr. 
Edgar  B.  Beal  was  elected  Supervisor  of  Music  and  began  his 
work  the  first  of  February.  Mr.  Beal  was  well  qualified  for 
this  work  and  was  appointed  for  the  following  year.  How¬ 
ever,  as  Mr.  Beal  lived  in  Wakefield,  he  found  that  the  cost  of 
commuting  was  too  great,  and  he  resigned  in  September,  two 
weeks  after  the  opening  of  school.  At  present  we  have  not 
been  successful  in  obtaining  another  Music  Supervisor.  At¬ 
tempts  are  being  made  to  locate  another  music  teacher. 

The  actual  instruction  carried  on  in  the  various  class¬ 
rooms  in  our  regular  courses  of  study  is  continuing  on  a  high 
level.  The  teachers  are  making  every  effort  to  secure  high 
achievement  in  pupil  progress,  and  to  promote  health,  char- 
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acter,  and  good  citizenship.  A  standardized  testing  program 
has  been  carried  on  in  some  of  the  lower  grades.  A  new 
Bausch  and  Lomb  compound  microscope  was  purchased  for  use 
in  the  Science  Department.  A  new  set  of  World  Book  Ency¬ 
clopedias  has  been  secured  for  reference  material. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  this  year  more  of  our  teachers 
are  taking  professional  courses  than  ever  before,  both  during 
the  school  year  and  the  summer  months.  Teachers  have  at¬ 
tended  Boston  University,  Clark  University,  and  a  Harvard- 
Boston  University  Extension  Course.  This  additional  work 
on  the  part  of  teachers  is  of  direct  benefit  to  the  town,  in  that 
the  most  modern  and  progressive  methods  are  being  brought 
back  to  the  classroom. 

The  Rinehart  System  of  Handwriting,  which  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  Center  School  in  September  of  1946,  has  proved  so 
satisfactory  that  again  this  year  we  have  continued  using  this 
method.  Close  supervision  of  this  work  by  the  Rinehart 
Handwriting  experts  assures  success.  The  work  is  functional, 
and  penmanship  instruction  in  the  classroom  carries  over  into 
the  written  work  of  every  other  subject.  Individual  classroom 
records,  kept  since  the  introduction  of  the  system,  show  a 
gradual,  but  definite  improvement. 

The  total  school  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1947  was 
249.  This  is  practically  the  same  as  last  year  when  247  pupils 
were  enrolled.  A  somewhat  larger  increase  was  expected.  The 
next  few  years  should  show  a  gradually  expanding  member¬ 
ship.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  births  re¬ 
corded  in  Mendon  during  the  ten-year  period,  1937-1946  in¬ 
clusive,  also  the  October  1  enrollment  figures.

Considering  the  birth  rate  alone,  the  first  grade  classes  in 
1948  and  1949  will  be  larger  than  for  some  time.  With  the 
exception  of  1945,  the  birth  rates  in  the  1940’s  substantially 
exceed  those  in  the  1930’s.  The  September  1948  entering 
first  grade  will  be  unusually  large,  as  it  will  consist  largely 
of  those  children  who  were  born  in  1942. 

American  Education  Week  was  observed  in  the  school 
during  the  week  of  November  9-15.  The  general  theme  for 
this  year’s  program  was:  “The  Schools  Are  Yours.”  “Open 
House”  day  was  held  on  Wednesday,  November  12.  Many 
parents  took  this  opportunity  to  visit  their  schools.  Parents 
are  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  school  and  classes  at  any 
time.  Harmonious  co-operation  between  the  parents  and  the 
school  leads  to  a  better  understanding  of  each  individual 
pupil. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  cost  of  education  has  in¬ 
creased  tremendously.  This  is  due  to  increased  costs  of 
teachers’  salaries,  and  of  all  the  materials  and  supplies  used. 
Further  salary  increase  will  have  to  be  given  teachers  in  order 
to  keep  good  teachers  in  our  system.  The  continued  high  cost 
of  living  makes  mandatory  a  corresponding  increase  in  salar¬ 
ies.  In  the  1947  session  of  the  General  Court,  bills  were  intro¬ 
duced  that  would  greatly  increase  State  aid  to  cities  and  towns 
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for  educational  purposes.  None  of  these  bills  were  passed.  In 
the  1948  legislature  other  bills  will  again  be  introduced  for 
this  purpose.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  this  year’s  legislature 
will  take  some  definite  and  decided  action  that  will  aid  all  of 
the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  in  financing  the 
cost  of  education. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  achievements  accomplished 
for  several  years  has  been  the  installation  of  a  modern  and 
fully  equipped  lunchroom.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  lunch¬ 
room  in  September,  a  large  number  of  pupils  availed  them¬ 
selves  of  the  opportunity  to  obtain  hot  lunches.  The  percentage 
of  pupils  continuing  to  get  lunches  daily  has  continued  to  be 
very  high.  Credit  for  this  very  important  improvement  in  the 
school  program  goes  to  the  Mendon  Parent-Teacher  Associa¬ 
tion  who  initiated  and  developed  the  entire  plan.  Credit  must 
also  be  given  to  the  parents  who  come  to  the  school  daily  and 
give  their  valuable  time  to  assist  in  preparing  and  serving 
the  meals,  also  to  everyone  who  so  ably  assisted  financially  in 
getting  the  plan  started.  Without  the  splendid  co-operation  of 
all,  the  success  of  the  project  would  have  fallen  far  short  of 
the  efficient  organization  we  now  have.  The  townspeople  have 
every  right  to  be  proud  of  this  accomplishment. 

Another  major  problem  has  been  solved  by  connecting  the 
sink  in  the  Home  Economics  room  to  the  new  sewage  disposal 
system.  Since  the  new  building  was  constructed,  the  water 
from  this  sink  has  never  drained  off.  We  feel  that  this 
trouble  has  been  permanently  eliminated. 

For  some  years  the  sewage  system  of  the  school  has  been 
very  unsatisfactory,  and  has  frequently  caused  trouble  and 
expense.  Early  in  the  year  the  school  committee  decided  that 
if  possible  something  should  be  done  to  correct  the  situation 
this  year.  Some  exploratory  work  was  done  in  1946.  During 
the  summer  Mr.  Robert  M.  Donnelly  was  contacted  by  the 
committee  and  conferences  began  in  regard  to  this  work. 
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After  lengthy  study  plans  were  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Donnelly, 
and  construction  began.  The  plan  called  for  a  large  septic 
tank  of  6,000  gallon  capacity  about  150  feet  from  the  building, 
and  a  connecting  cesspool  8  feet  in  diameter  and  8  feet  deep. 
Work  was  completed  late  in  September,  and  the  new  system 

put  into  operation.  This  system  completely  bypasses  the  old  one 
and  is  in  no  way  connected  with  it.  Much  credit  is  due  Mr.  Don¬ 
nelly  for  his  efforts  and  time  spent  in  connection  with  this  pro¬ 
ject.  Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  soil,  that  is,  its  non-porous 
quality,  it  will  probably  be  necessary  this  coming  spring  to 
construct  an  additional  cesspool,  or  lay  tile  fields  to  handle  any 
excess  affluent.  This  was  anticipated  before  construction  was 
started.  However,  the  bulk  of  the  work  is  done  and  possible 
additional  costs  will  not  be  large.  The  cost  of  this  project  was 
taken  care  of  from  the  regular  school  budget  plus  a  $500  trans¬ 
fer  by  the  finance  committee.  We  have  been  fortunate  to  have 
completed  so  large  an  undertaking  without  additional  cost  to 
the  town.  The  system  will  take  care  of  nearly  double  the 
present  enrollment,  and  should  last  for  many  years. 

The  outstanding  repairs  made  during  the  year  have  been 
the  sewer  construction  job  and  the  sink  connection  in  the 
Home  Economics  room  which  have  been  mentioned  in  other 
paragraphs.  Other  items  of  repair  consist  of  installing  gas 
in  the  science  laboratory,  repair  of  cold  air  chambers  as  rec¬ 
ommended  by  the  State  building  inspector,  new  grates  in  the 
boiler  and  other  routine  plumbing  and  heating  repairs. 

For  1948  among  the  needs  to  be  considered  are  a  more  ef¬ 
ficient  heating  system,  new  desks  for  first  and  second  grade 
rooms,  two  new  typewriters  and  an  adding  machine  for  the 
Commercial  Department,  a  sound  motion  picture  projector  for 
educational  and  instructional  purposes,  painting  of  several 
classrooms,  painting  of  the  lunchroom,  and  resurfacing  the 
tennis  courts. 
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May  I  conclude  by  expressing  to  you  my  sincere  thanks 
for  your  untiring  efforts  in  making  the  school  year  very  suc¬ 
cessful.  I  also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  Mr.  Clough,  Principal,  the  teachers,  the  P.T.A., 
pupils,  parents,  and  townspeople.

Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Mendon  High 
and  Center  School. 

The  enrollment  figures  given  in  detail  in  the  Grade  Age 
Distribution  Chart  show  that  the  school  membership  is  sub¬ 
stantially  unchanged  from  last  year’s  registration. 

The  graduation  exercises  of  the  Class  of  1947  of  the 
High  School  were  held  at  the  Mendon  Unitarian  Church  on 
the  evening  of  June  12,  1947.  Members  of  the  class  were: 
Helen  M.  Auty,  Gilbert  W.  Beal,  Priscilla  R.  Chick,  Marilyn 
H.  Halsing,  Ann  M.  Mattson,  Arthur  F.  Paddock,  Shirley  A. 
Robinson,  Earl  W.  Rogers,  Madeline  L.  Simmons,  Marilyn  A. 
Souls,  Lois  J.  Wagner.  First  scholarship  honors  were  won  by 
Gilbert  W.  Beal,  and  second  honors  by  Ann  M.  Mattson. 
Madeline  L.  Simmons  was  awarded  the  High  School  Alumni 
Medal.  Shirley  A.  Robinson  received  the  Good  Citizenship 
Award  and  Diploma  from  the  Massachusetts  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution. 

Prize  Speaking  was  held  at  the  Mendon  Town  Hall 
April  11,  1947.  The  following  pupils  participated  in  the  con¬ 
test:  Donald  E.  Coburn,  Margaret  C.  Desmarais,  Herbert  L. 
Johnson,  Edward  J.  Lamothe,  Richard  M.  Mattson,  Fred  R. 
Phipps,  Faye  A.  Pouliot,  Annette  0.  Rondeau,  Helen  N.  Sabin, 
Madeline  L.  Simmons.  Prizes  were  awarded  as  follows:  First 
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Prize — Helen  N.  Sabin;  Second  Prize — Annette  O.  Rondeau; 
Third  Prize — Faye  A.  Pouliot. 

The  High  School  Baseball  Team  played  a  full  schedule  of 
games  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Raymond  F.  Biedrzycki  of 
the  high  school  faculty. 

The  installation  of  a  lunch  room  in  the  basement  of  the 
school  building  is  one  of  the  most  important  changes  in  the 
school  plant  during  the  past  year.  The  project,  initiated  and 
managed  by  the  Mendon  Parent-Teacher  Association,  has 
been  very  successful  in  its  operation  since  the  opening  in 
September.  The  lunch  room  is  well  furnished  with  equipment 
of  quality.  The  lunch  program  operates  as  part  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Community  School  Lunch  Program,  a  subdivision  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Education.  The  con¬ 
tinued  steady  patronage  of  the  very  large  majority  of  the 
school  pupils  has  shown  that  it  is  well  liked  by  pupils  and 
parents. 


The  Class  of  1947  was  able  to  make  the  customary  trip  to 
Washington,  D.  C.  during  the  Spring  vacation,  and  the  pres¬ 
ent  senior  class  is  making  plans  for  the  same  tour  during  the 
week  of  April  18,  1948.  The  general  rise  in  price  levels  has 
become  apparent  in  Washington  Trip  costs,  and  a  gradual  in¬ 
crease  in  per  capita  cost  has  been  a  fact  during  the  past  few 
years.  However,  it  seems  probable  that  the  present  regula¬ 
tions  governing  the  amount  of  individual  pupil  contribution 
will  be  satisfactory  for  the  immediate  future. 

School  attendance  in  general  is  good.  In  high  school, 
individual  cases  of  tardiness  seem  to  require  considerable  at¬ 
tention,  however.  Grade  pupils  and  high  school  students  alike 
need  to  attend  school  regularly  and  promptly.  Regularity  and 
promptness  in  attendance  constitute  a  habit  which  has  definite 
value  in  everyday  life.  Parents  and  Teachers  do  well  in  in¬ 
sisting  that  tardiness  and  unnecessary  absence  be  eliminated. 
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Honesty,  goodwill,  fair  play,  co-operation,  industry,  and 
right  thinking  are  some  of  the  traits  of  character  which 
schools  have  tried  to  establish  and  nurture  in  growing  boys 
and  girls,  as  a  part  of  the  more  tangible  objectives  in  educa¬ 
tion.  All  sincere  teachers  and  parents  recognize  that  the  at¬ 
tainment  of  these  ends  is  a  co-operative  effort  calling  for  the 
best  efforts  of  all  concerned. 

Parents  are  urged  to  visit  school  whenever  convenient. 
The  teachers  and  school  principal  are  ready  at  all  times  to  con¬ 
fer  with  parents. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  teaching  staff,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  Rowe, 
the  members  of  the  School  Committee,  and  parents  and  towns¬ 
people.

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SCHOOL  NURSE’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  1947. 


To  Mr.  Percy  L.  Rowe, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

May  I  present  to  you  the  school  nurse’s  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  1947. 

It  was  a  procedure,  as  in  former  years,  to  visit  the 
school  once  a  week,  usually  on  a  Tuesday.  The  nurse’s  time 
was  spent  assisting  Dr.  Campbell  with  the  physical  examina¬ 
tions,  periodic  general  inspections  of  children,  weighing  and 
measuring  three  time  a  year,  handling  emergencies  and  prob¬ 
lem  cases  while  visiting. 

The  Mendon  School  children  for  the  past  few  years  have 
been  unusually  free  from  contagious  diseases.  We  did  have 
cases  of  impetigo  and  scabies,  two  skin  diseases.  There  was 
one  severe  complication  following  a  case  of  measles  but  the 
child  finally  made  a  good  recovery.  As  far  as  possible  the 
cases  of  measles  were  visited  to  check  on  care  and  progress. 

Due  to  an  increase  in  cases  of  diphtheria  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  the  Mendon  Board  of  Health  gave  your  school  nurse  per¬ 
mission  to  arrange  for  a  booster  dose  of  Toxoid  to  be  given  to 
the  school  children  as  well  as  pre-school  children.  Fifty 
school  children  and  twenty  pre-school  children  were  given  the 
one  treatment  or  Booster  dose  as  well  as  seven  school  children 
and  ten  pre-school  children  who  received  the  regular  three 
treatments.
